Dec. 4—The United States to-' 


day accused Communist China 
of a “clear-cut violation” of 
the Korean armistice agreement 
by imprisoning 11 American fly- 
ers aS “spies” and demanded 
urgent U.N. action to gain their 
release. 

Acting for the unified com- 
mand of the 16 nations that took 
part in resisting the Communist 
aggressors in Korea, Henry 
Cabot Lodge Jr., chief United 
States delegate, delivered per- 
sonallvy ¢ etter to Secretary 
Dag Hammarskjold requesting 
that the question be placed on 
the agenda of the General As- 
sembly as an item of “urgency 
and importance.” 

Lodge called for convening of 
the Assembly’s steering commit- 
tee “at the earliest possible mo- 
ment” to consider the question. 

Assembly President Eelco Van 
Kleffens scheduled a meeting 
for Monday afternoon to take 
up the new problem. - Approval 
of the United States request was 
regarded as certain.

The armistice agreement 
signed at Panmunjom 18 months 
ago bound both sides in the Ko- 
rean conflict to repatriate all 
war prisoners desiring repatri- 
ation. The American flyers, shot 
down in January 1953, were 
never repatriated. Red China 
announced on Nov. 24 that they 
had been tried and convicted on 
charges of espionage. 

“This is a clear-cut violation 
of the (Korean) armistice agree- 
ment,” Lodge’s memorandum as- | 
serted. | 

Allies to Meet Monday. | 

The 16 U.N. Allies, who have 
been conferring the last two, 
days to consider their course, | 
planned to meet again Monday | 
to draft the resolution they will 
ask the General Assembly to. 
adopt. 

It was still uncertain whether | 
all would join in sponsorship of 
the resolution or whether they 
will simply give their support to 
the measure when it is debated 
by the Assembly. Joint sponsor- 
ship undoubtedly would have 
greater impact on world opinion 
and it is the pressure of world 
opinion which, the United States 
hopes, will result in the early 
freeing of the airmen.

“UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Dec. 
4 (AP)—By a rare unanimous 
vote, the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly today indorsed 
President Eisenhower's atoms- 
for-peace program and expressed 
hope it would be put into opera- 
tion without delay. 

For the second time in the 
ninth General Assembly, the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union voted together—but only 
after Russia had lost a fight to 
link the program with the Se- 
curity Councu and the big power 
veto. * 

Only the five Soviet bloc 
countries favored this link; the 
West firmly opposed it. 

Hailed By Van Kleffens. 

Eelco N. Van Kleifens, Assem- 
bly president, hailed the unani- 
mous vote and said the entire 
world will rejoice that the As- 
sembly has paved the way for 
achievements on a question that 
claims the interest in all coun-

The resolution gave final U.N. 
approval, noted that negotiations 
are in progress for the estab- 
lishment of an _ international 
atomic energy agency “to facili- 
tate the use by the entire world 
of atomic energy for peaceful 
purposes” and expressed the 
hope the agency “will be estab- 
lished without delay.” 

The resolution suggested that 
once the agency is established it 
negotiate an appropriate form of 
agreement with the U.N. 

Soviet Move on Vets. 

On this point, the Assembly 
voted 43 to 5 against a Soviet 
proposal for the U.N. to recom- 
mend that. the agency “be es- 
tablished as an agency responsi- 
ble to the General Assembly 
and, in cases provided for by 
the Charter of the United Na- 
tions, to the Security Council.”

Another Heartening Word. 


Another heartening word 
came from the Vatican. The 
Pope feels strong enough so 
that from a bedside microphone 
he will give his blessings to 
thousands scheduled to assem- 
ble in St. Peter’s square tomor- 
row for mass prayers to his re- 
covery. 


One of five medical special- 
ists called last night to the 
Pope’s- bedside said he had a 
recurrence of vomiting with 
traces of blood this afternoon. 
The specialist said, however, 
that this was not preoccupying. 

He added that the Pontiff 
must have absolute rest for at 
least a month if the new treat- 
ment begun today is to be suc- 
cessful. During this period, the 
Pope must remain in his Vati- 
can apartment, and possibly in 
bed, he said. 

The Italian radio said tonight 
the Pope's digestive difficulties 
may have been aggravated by 
the accidental swallowing of 
some chromic acid about a year 
ago, when he was undergoing 
dental care, This could not be 
confirmed, 

The doctors initiated a new 


treatment of blood plasma, vita- 


mins and other medicines de- 
signed to build up the Pope's 
strength. 


Vitamins, Liver Extract. 
Two of five physicians attend- 
ing the Pope said in a medical 
report: “It is imperative to re- 
establish the strength of His 
Holiness. His strength, without 


‘any doubt, will rapidly recover 


if a gradual feeding is carried

CHICAGO, Dec. 4 (AP)—A 
scientist asserted today that the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
“owes it to mankind” to reveal 
the short and long term dangers 
of radiation from atomic and 
hydrogen bomb explosions. 

Dr. Eugene Rabinowitch, edi- 
tor of the Bulletin of Atomic 
Scientists, said civil defense 
planners lack official] informa. 
tion on radioactive “fall-out” 
and that some scientists are cone 
cerned with the effect of pere 
sistent radioactivity on heredity, 

Writing in the Bulletin he 
said: “To permit mankind to 
stumble, without realizing all 
possible consequences, ontb a 
course of action which may end 
in a slew but irreparable decay 
of the human race constitutes 
the gravest moral responsibility 
any man or group of men can 
conceivably take upon them- 
selves... . 

“A small increase in the rate 
(changes of the 
heredity endowment) — perhaps 
even the minute rise produced 
by atomic bomb tests, not to 
speak of the much greater effect 
of an all-out atomic war—may 
throw a monkey wrench into the 
delicately adjusted mechanism 
of the preservation of the 
species.”

When He Beat Her in 


Quarrel Over Another 


Woman — ‘Did It for 
Children.’ 


Mrs. Catherine Martin Dean 
was at liberty on bond today on 
a@ warrant charging her with the 
murder of her husband. Rolla 
(Blackie) Dean, notcriovs gang- 
ster, who was shot and killed 
yesterday at their home in 
Country Club Heights, west of 
Belleville. 

Mrs. Dean, a former St, Louis 
deputy sheriff, told St. Clair 
county authorities she shot Dean 
when he beat her after return- 
ing home from a party where 
they quarreled over his atten- 
tions to another woman. 

“I did it to protect my chil- 
dren,” Mrs. Dean asserted. She 
has a 4-year-old daughter by her 
marriage to Dean and an 18- 
year-old son, William Martin Jr., 
from a prior marriage. 

Deputy sheriffs, who went to 


the Dean home, 7109 Northern 


avenue, in response to a tele- 
phone call from the son, found 
Dean’s body lying on a bed, 
clad in underwear and shoes. 
He had been shot five times, in 
the chest and arms, and was pro- 
nounced dead at St. Elizabeth’s 
Hospital, Belleville. 

Mrs. Dean, wearing an expen- 
sive gray suit and fur jacket, 
was taken to the office of 
State’s Attorney Richard T. Car- 
ter, where she told of a series of 
beatings and quarrels with her 
husband. She exhibited a bruise 
on her head, received she said, 
in a beating which preceded the 
shooting. 

In her statement, Mrs. Dean 
said she and her husband at- 
tended a party Friday night, 
where Dean became attentive to 
another guest. They also visit- 
ed several East Side taverns, 
which she refused to name. 
Police said the pair were at the 
Paddock Bar, 429 St. Louis ave- 
nue. The Paddock is operated 
by Ted Wortman, brother of 
Frank (Buster) Wortman, gang- 
ster and associate of Capone 
syndicate members. 

Sent Home, Returns. 

Dean sent her home in a taxi- 
cab following the quarrel at the 
party, Mrs. Dean related. She 

returned to the party and the 
quarrel was renewed, and she 
went home a second time. 

“My husband came in after 
8 o’clock, and the fight started 
again,” Mrs. Dean told officers. 
“He hit’me -on the head,.and 
body with his fists. I weént*to 
our bedroom, got his .38-caliber 
revolver from a closet and 
started toward the _ kitchen, 
where he had gone for a drink 
of water. 

“We met at opposite ends of 
the hallway. I pointed the re- 
volver and pulled the trigger. 
I did it for the children.” 

Mrs. Dean said she had never 
had a pistol in her hands before, 
“and if there had been a safety 
on it, I wouldn’t have been able 
to shoot it.” “I shot him, and 
it’s over,” she said. 

“I just’ wanted to stop him. 
by Scag you live with someone 
like Black, you don’t open your 
mouth.” 

The murder warrant was is- 
sued by Justice of the Peace 
William Isselhardt, of Belle- 
ville. Bond was set at $5000 
by the State’s Attorney, and 
was signed by a professional 
bondsman. 

Mrs. Dean is the former 
Catherine Moriarty, and is the 
daughter of a retired policeman, 
Martin Moriarty. Her brother, 
Cpl. Martin Moriarty Jr., Lucas 
Avenue District, and Chief of 
Detectives James Chapman went 
to Belleville yesterday to talk 
with Mrs. Dean, at the request 
of Belleville police.

Shotgun Fired Into Home. 
Two windows were shattered 
in the Dean home in November 
1953. A shotgun was fired 
through a kitchen window early 
on Nov. 24, and several hours 
later a bar stool was_ hurled 
through the pane of glass in the 
front door. ‘ 
Among the murders in which 
Dean was questioned was the 
killing of Harry Hale, former 
business agent of Steamfitters’ 
Local 562, and the murder of 
dohn (Buddy) Lugar, last New 
Year's day. 

In 1938 Dean was shot and 

wounded seriously at the Uni- 
versity Apartments, 3703 Wash- 
ington boulevard, by John E. 
Shipp, also a former convict. 
Dean and Shipp had quarreled 
over Shipp’s treatment of his 
stepdaughter, a friend of Dean. 
Dean was questioned in Lu- 
gar’s killing after authorities 
had learned that Lugar had in- 
curred the anger of East Side 
hoodlums. Underworld sources 
informed police that Lugar had 
been blamed for an East Side 
tavern bombing, and for the 
shotgun blast fired into Dean’s 
home. 
. Three years after Dean was 
released from the Missouri Peni- 
tentiary in 1932, his citizenship 
was restored by the late Gov. 
Guy B. Park on the petition of 
more than 30 St. Louisans, 
chiefly Democratc  polticians 
and labor union officers.

Dale, 4 Witnesses Tes- 
tify — Bateman Does 
Not Take Stand. 


Trial of Evan R. Dale and 
James Bateman, southérn Iili- 
nois labor leaders charged with 
violating the Federal ‘Anti-Rac- 
keteering Act, will be resumed 
tomorrow in United States Dis- 
trict Court at East St. Louis 
when attorneys will present fi- 
nal arguments. 


Taking of testimony at the 
trial ended shortly before noon 
yesterday with the defense rest- 
ing after calling only Dale and 
four other witnesses in an effort 
to refute Government charges 
that the two men attempted to 
extort $1,030,000 from a con- 
tractor building a Joppa (IIL) 
atomic energy facility. 


United States District Judge 
Fred L. Wham directed deputy 
marshals to keep the jury in 
custody over the weekend. They 
have been kept together since 
the trial began last Monday. The 
members will be permitted to at- 
tend church services and a mo- 
tion picture theater in a group. 


The case is expected to go to 
the jury late tomorrow. 


Charges Against Dale. 


Dale, president of the South- 
ern Illinois District Council of 
the AFL Hod Carriers and Com- 
mon Laborers’ Union, and Bate- 
man, business agent of a Mur- 
physboro (Ill.) local of the AFL 
Pipefitters’ Union, are charged 
in one count with interfering 
with interstate commerce by at- 
tempting to extort the $1,030,000 
from Ebasco Services, Inc., of 
New York City, prime contrac- 
tor at the Joppa power plant. 
A second count charges both 
with conspiracy. 

In a third count, Dale alone 
is charged with interfering with 
interstate commerce by extort- 
ing $7500 from the Maxon Con- 
struciion Co., Dayton, O., which 
built loading docks and other 
facilities at Joppa. 

Maximum penalty on each 
count of the indictment is 20 
years in prison and a $10,000 
fine. 

Dale Denies Charges. 

Dale, the only major witness 
called by the defense, occupied 
the witness stand all day Fri- 
day, making a sweeping denial 
of the Government’s allegations. 

Bateman did not take the 
stand. One of, his attorneys, 
John M. Karns of East St. Louis, 
announcemnt Bateman would 
“stand on the record.” 

Judge Wham had indicated 
earlier, in overruling a motion 
for a directed verdict of acquit- 
tal in favor of Bateman, that evi- 
dence against the ‘pipefitters’ 
business agent was not as strong 
as that presented against Dale. 
He said, however, that the Gov- 
ernment had established enough 
evidence to warrant considera- 
tion by the jury. 

The sudden ending of testi- 
mony came as a surprise. Both 
Dale and his attorney, John J. 
Hoban, had indicated there 
would be many more witnesses 
and that the trial might last 
several weeks.

A major reason for the 
trend, he explained, is the fact 
that “Iron Curtain countries are 
now training scientists and en- 
gineers at a rate higher than 
we are in the United States.” 

In response to Federa] Gov- 
ernment appeals for vast in- 
creases in such enrollments, the 
University of Missouri may 
“have over 5000 engineering 
students on the university’s two 
campuses by 1960,7 Ellis said. 

Classroom and laboratory de- 
ficiencies are second only to 
those of faculty, Ellis said. To 
make facilities accommodate en- 
rollment, he related, “we have 
been forced to reinstate the post- 
war 7:30 a.m. class schedules, 
giving us, I believe, the highest 
usage time of our facilities of 
all universities in the country.” 

Plea to the Legislature. 

Through the experience of 
other universities, he said, it is 
known that “major buildings 
needed in 1960 must be author- 
ized in the coming General As- 


be available in time; truly, it is 
later than we think.” 

Steps taken to enable the uni- 
versity to live within its. budget, 
he said , include faculty dis- 
missals, dropping of less-needed 
programs and increasing student 
fees 30 per cent beginning this 
year. 

“But the most disastrous step 
we have had to take,” he said, 
“is allowing our salary scales to 
decline relatively to other uni- 
versities.” 

Similar problems beset the 
university’s College of Educa- 
tion, Dean Loran G. Townsend 
said in an address that sketched 
the ng history. He told 
of existing faculty shortages at 
the very time enrollment is 
rising. 


To show the importance of 
the university’s College of Edu- 
cation in the state’s total educa- 
tional picture, he cited the fact 
that, of all the educators in 
Missouri who hold doctoral de- 
grees in education, 85 per cent 
of them earned their doctorates 
at the University of Missouri. 

A petition urging erection of 
a new building for the univer- 
sity’s School of Business and 
Public Administration has been 
circulated among the _ school’s 
students and addressed to the 
curators.’

The Mustangs called hardly 
at all ‘on their two fine half- 
backs, Frank Eidom and John 
Marshall, and relied instead on 
passing efforts of inexperienced 
quarterbacks John Roach and 
Jimmy Haynie, the latter a 
sophomore who until today had 
played a grand total of only one 
minute of college féotball. 

Once, when Marshall did get 
the football, he ran 76 yards for 
SMU’s second touchdown in the 
fourth quarter. 

But while the Mustangs held 


first period, there never was 
any question about the outcome 
of the game, nationally tele- 
vised and witnessed in the Cot- 
ton Bowl by a capacity crowd 
of 75,504 persons. 

Blocked Kick. 

An outstanding star of the 
charging Irish line, Sophomore 
End Bob Scannell of South

Late in the third period Heap 
swung wide around right end 
and ran 89 yards for a TD.

Guglielmi gained 
156 yards in the air, to 49 for 
SMU, in the sixth meeting of 
the two teams. 

The victory closed a success- 
ful first season for 26-year-old 
Notre Dame Coach Terry Bren- 
nan. The Irish, fourth-ranked 
in the nation, lost only to Pur- 
due in 10 games.

Much as some of the out-state 
coaches may dislike to hear this, 
I predict the state Class A bas- 
ketball championship in 1955 
will return to St. Louis—and the 
team most likely to win will be 
Beaumont. 


There are several reasons why |f! 
Beaumont could become the top| 


team in the state again. In the 
first place, the tournament finals 
next March will be held at 
Washington University and we 
know playing on a familiar court 
before a friendly crowd is a big 
help in the final stages of com- 
petition. 


Secondly, Beaumont -gave us 
the most trouble when we won 
the championship at Cape Gi- 
rardeau last March and I read 
where Tom Stanton had lost 
only one of that squad and has 
14 lettermen, ‘so it looks as if 
Stanton has “the Horses,” as 
they say in this basketball busi- 
ness. 

I don’t believe Beaumont will 
have a walkaway in its regional 
tournament, set up under a geo- 
graphical basis for the first time 
in St. Louis and Kansas City. 
Stanton’s team will have a fight 
on its hands with schools which 
could be powerful, namely Had- 
ley Tech, McBride and Sumner. 

Likewise, other strong con- 
tenders to come out of St. Louis 
in recent years, St. Louis U.

The idea was launched 30 
years ago, and the four-inch 
concept was proposed in 1936 
by a wealthy Boston industrialist 
who had been studying ways ‘to 
cut the cost of housing. The 
Americar Standards Association 
published the first modular 
standards at the end of World 
War II. 

Since that time, the Govern- 
ment has put out a batch of ex- 
planatory material, and most re- 
cently the labor department’s 
Bureau of Labor Statistics has 
studied the system as & means 
of increasing productive efficien- 
cy in countries being alded by 
the United States Technical As- 
sistance Program. 

European countries are -work- 
ing on a modular measure in 
centimeters—probably 10 centi- 
meters, which is 3.9 inches. 

The closeness of four inches 
to 10 centimeters was one of 
the reasons the four-inch module 
was selected in this country. 
Another was that four inches is 
in tune with many sizes and 
shapes already produced.

Theory Proposes Using Automatic Machines to Control,

UTOMATIZATION is not merely the construction and assembly 
of gadgets which work without machine tenders or with a small 
Automatization is, in essence, a philosophy 


of the production and service processes used by man, which permits the 
eoncept of a new sort of factory, a new sort of thinking about how to de- 
¥élop factories, and a new sort of thinking which may enable us to develop 
the optimum business structure to benefit properly from the new type of 


factories. 


The automatic factory is merely one 
facet of automatization; and quite possibly 
one of the less important ones. The whole 
problem of raw material ~ procurement, 
manufacturing, distributing and marketing 
must be studied from a consistent stand- 
Point, in which the philosophy of auto- 
matization will govern every stage. 

. . * . 

. THE PHILOSOPHY which underlies au- 
tomatization considers the operation of a 
fattory or process as consisting in a con- 
tinual monitoring of performance, a con- 
tihual comparing of the actual perform- 
ance with a set of standards, and the con- 
tinual modification of the process behavior 
seas to eliminate errors or departures 
from the standard. Once this philosophy 
is understood, much of this monitoring 
can be handed over to machines, which 
can be made to have finer discriminations 
than human beings, and which can act 
more quickly. 


The first crude beginnings of this mech- 
anization of monitoring a process to opti- 
mize a performance go back to the turn 
of the century. However, the field re- 
ceived an important impulse at the time 
of the last war, from the technique of anti- 
aircraft-fire control. Here we' faced the 
problem of the need to act quickly during 
the very limited time when the enemy 
airplane was observable and in range. This 
forced on us the need of organizing a com- 
putational job in advance so that the pol- 
icy of aiming and firing guns could be 
considered at a time long before the heat 
of action was upon us, and so that the 
carrying-out: of this policy could be rele- 
gated to machines capable of acting in 
what we may call the eeccevesaan of hu- 
man time. 

We make no claim that the machine 
fs-wiser than the man. We leave such 
Science-fiction stuff to the cult of gadget- 
worshippers, to which we do not belong. 
“We say simply that where time is of the 
essence, the machine may be faster than 
the man, and that policies should be 
formed in advance, rather than in the 
heat of action. The operational pro- 
‘cedures which devolve should be rele- 
gated to machines that have a naturally 
fast reaction, and should not depend on 
the instantaneous overloading of the hu- 
man nervous system. 


It is this demand for speed in action 
that has led to the use of automatic signal 
systems on the railroads, less subject than 
gre human beings to fatigue, to illness and 
to faults of observation. The airlines 
have followed the railroads into this field, 
with a far greater wealth of instrumenta- 
tion and precision of timing. 


‘Like the railroad or the airfield, chem- 
ical plants, and in particular oil cracking 
plants, with their composite control, part 
liliman and part automatic, already are 
hovering on the brink of disaster. As the 
demand for production increases, these 
plants will be pushed closer and closer to 
the danger limit where we can no longer 
depend upon the vicissitudes of human ob- 
servation and human readiness for quick

something great, but we are not quite sure 
what it will be. At present, the main need 
of automatization is for new concepts 
rather than new gadgets. 


Production processes are highly mech- 
anized arrangements of unit processes 
manipulating materials in motion. At pres- 
ent, only very few of these are accom- 
panied with adequate instruments for 
recording the actual state of these proc- 
esses, or with new mechanical hands for 
performing finer operations on the basis 
of such observations. 

Moreover; the actual manufacture of a 
product is part of a business undertaking 
which involves banking, marketing and 
other service processes. It involves such 
mathematical control methods as the con- 
tinual scanning of the performance of the 
whole operation in matters concerning the 
sampling of the product for rejects and 
the consequent readjustment of the pro- 


ducing machines. 


The cost-accounting and other business 
functions accompanying an _ industrial 
process are not mechanized at present, or, 
if they are mechanized, it is generally by 
a separate business machine not intrinsic- 
ally co-ordinated with the machine of 
production. 

For true automatization, the white 
collar operations involved must be mech- 
anized to the same extent as the factory 
operagions, and subject to an overall 
control in which both the factory ele- 
ments and the white collar elements are 
taken into consideration. 


In the vast majority of cases, wé are not 
yet in possession of the mathematical 
theory and the information necessary to 
reduce the whole sequence of operations 
to a form suited to the use of fully auto- 
matic machinery. The business man has 
not yet beceme quantitative in his treat- 
ment of the business problems. Until he 
does, fully automatic plants will not be 
built, and automatization will be little 
more than increased mechanical complex- 
ity, with a few feedback techniques or 
sarvesabinhuaia introduced as a seasoning 
to a very old-fashioned dish. 

This conversion of future manufacturing 
techniques to a high level of automatiza- 
tion cannot be carried out without vastly 
more experience than we now possess. We 


pilot plants are expensive; they are par-

ticularly expensive because the interme- 
diate automatization which we shal] need 
before our practice is well-developed on 
a large scale, mass-production basis will 
require all the parts to be hand-tailored. 

In at least one plant in which a simple 
yet precise automatic control of a process 
was designed, it required some four years 
of steady work on the part of several 
skilled servo-engineers to supervise the 
many details of construction and installa- 
tion. Even after this, it was no trivial task 
to train the service and maintenance per- 
sonnel, as well as the supervisors and 
engineers. 

Not all the ideas of automatization will 
appear in the metal of the new factory 
and machines of the new office. The 
whole scheme of human organization in- 
volves the appreciation and usé of new 
concepts. To introduce new controls in 
an obsolete plant will be wasteful and ex- 
pensive, and it cannot be regarded as an 
adequate test of the possibilities of a full 
and well-worked-out automatization. 

* * * 

THE LAYMAN has found the subject of 
automatization rather exciting, at least in 
a confused, science-fiction manner. In 
this he is not overrating the ultimate tech- 
nical and social importance of automatiza- 
tion, but he is taking a few sensational 
aspects of the subject for its real nature. 
At this time when the business promoters 
have already gotten wind of the publicity 
value of automatization, a confused atti- 
tude of this sort is a public danger. 


Here I, Norbert Wiener, the senior au- 
thor of this paper, wish to speak in my own 
name. Mr. Campbell is doing very im- 
portant work in advising engineering firms 
on the ‘technical possibilities of auto- 
matization, and I consider this completely 
legitimate. However, I have a rather spe- 
cial relation to the subject, and I feel a 
deep moral responsibility for the future 
of a field -which I had my share in 
founding. 

Since many of the lay public attribute 
some importance to my opinion, it is es- 
sential that it be an opinion not prejudiced 
by any financial interest in any particular 
engineering firm in the field. I have 
therefore consistently refused consultation 
fees, retainers, or anything that would al- 
low any entrepreneur in automatization to 
use my name. 

On an efigineering level, a group of 
eager beavers who are doing servo-me- 
chanical work find it profitable to cover 
their activities\ by the words “automatiza- 
tion” and “‘cybernetics.” This latter term 
represents the point of view in which 


communication and control are included 
under a single group of ideas. It was 
used long ago by Ampere in a sociological 
sense, but its modern use is an independ- 
ent re-invention of my own. I cannot 
protest against the free use by any man 
of a word that I intended as a common 
noun, but I do protest against the appro- 
priation of words covering a certain philos- 
ophy of engineering by many engineers 
with only a fragmentary idea of what 
these words mean. 

Now let us come to the promotion 
aspects of automatization, a field in which 
many people are using terms like “auto- 
matization” and “cybernetics” who have 
far less claim to their use than those eager 
engineers who are flying this new flag as 
their house colors. Since these people 
are coming into prominence, we must issue 
a joint warning to the prospective investor. 

A few years ago, the possibilities of 
automatization were not sufficiently re- 
alized to make the field tempting to the 
promoter. A few years from now, the 
race between the various firms will be 


nearing the stretch, and you may have a 


pretty good idea of your horse’s form. 


Every new invention has gone through 
a speculative period, when bubbles have - 
come to the surface, and bubbles have 
burst. We all know of the railroad mania 
in England during the second quarter of 
the nineteenth century. Our great tech- 
nical development after the Civil War 
was preyed on by the Daniel Drews of 
time. Wireless, radio and television have 
all gone through their speculative phases 
and have come out at the other end. 


It is because we believe in the general 
soundness of the idea of automatization, 
and because we are conscious that the 
word is being bandied around by many 
people, some of whom have nothing to 
contribute to the field, and who are un- 
aware of the most elementary ideas of 
the subject, that we do not wish to see 
these fields of engineering flare up and 
get a bad name which can only lead to 
the discrediting and the crippling of 
their normal development, 

The main stream of automatization in- 
volves many ideas, some of which are dif- 
ficult even for a good engineer to master, 
and many of which do not as yet exist. 
If you are not prepared to struggle with 
these ideas, and if the notion merely 
pleases you by its romantic name and its 
science-fiction atmosphere, keep away 
from it, and watch your hat and coat., At 
present, the word ‘“automatization” is 
something to conjure with, and the vul- 
tures are circling above us. 


What’s Ahead for McCarthy? 


His Devoted Followers Might 
Hold Balance of Power in 1956 


Third Party Talk Grows as Possibility of Capturing 


G.O.P. Fades—Vote on 


Condemning Red Hunter, 


However, Indicates He Has Working Majority of 


Senate Republicans. .

N his now famous speech calling for removal of Senator Joseph R. Me- 

Carthy from’ his committee chairmanships, Senator Ralph E. Flanders 

(Rep.), Vermont, compared the Wisconsin Republican and the phenomenon 
of McCarthyism to Hitler and the rise of Nazism in Germany. With the 
censure issue history, the question is where McCarthy goes from here. 


His chance to capture the Republican, 
party would seem to have been foreclosed 
by the very bitterness of the quarrel which 
in the Senate became essentially an intra- 
party feud. Much of the bitterness among 
McCarthy's followers has been turned 
against President Eisenhower. And as long 
as Mr. Eisenhower retains his great pop- 
ularity in the country with the pressure 
growing On him to ring up another vic- 
tory in 1956, his own party is not likely to 
reject him unless it is bent on suicide. 


Of course, if Mr. Eisenhower were to 
step aside, the intra-party quarrel between 
the right-isolationist-nationalist wing and 
the more moderate internationalist wing 
would break out anew in even more vio- 
lent form. That will be an argument used 
to persuade the President that he must run 
again and thereby prevent a fight to the 
death. 


The Republicans in the Senate divided 
24 against condemnation of McCarthy to 
22 for. The total of 24 includes two Sen- 
ators who were not present but who were 
paired in opposition to the resolution with 
two Democrats who were for it. Only two 
Republicans were not recorded . .. Mc- 
Carthy himself, who answered present 
when the roll was called, and the senior 
Senator from Wisconsin, Alexander Wiley, 
who was absent and not recorded either 
for or against the resolution. 

This means a working majority for 
McCarthy and these same Senate Re- 
publicans can be counted on to sup- 
port Majority Leader William F. Know- 
land in his open opposition to the for- 
eign policy of the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration. Only one of the Senators in 
this McCarthy majority, Guy Cordon of 
Oregon, was defeated on Nov. 2. 

Out of the 24 recorded for McCarthy 
three and perhaps four may be considered 
dedicated McCarthyites. Senators William 
E. Jenner .of Indiana, and Herman Welker 
of Idaho and George Malone of Nevada 
showed by their conduct during and after 
the debate that they will go to any lengths 
in support of their leader. After the vote 
was taken during discussion of whether it 
was actually “censure,” since the word did 
not appear in the resolution, the three in- 
dulged in jeering laughter. 


A fourth Republican, Senator Everett M. 
Dirksen of Illinois, was one of McCarthy’s 
chief advocates throughout the debate. 
But Dirksen used the soft approach, ap- 
pealing for compassion for McCarthy and 
for forgiveness for his errors. At one time 
he spoke of him as “Sonny Boy,” modu- 
lating his voice in the honeyed tones that 
characterize Dirksen’s oratory. 


These men can be expected to sound off 
more vociferously on the McCarthy line in 
the new Congress. They want relations 
with Russia broken off and they can be 
counted on to out-Knowland Knowland in 
calling for stronger measures against Com- 
munist China. 

For the longer future looking, toward 
1956 it is conceivable that in spite of this 
bitterness the McCarthyites could get be- 
hind a second term for the President if 
he is persuaded to run again. In Indiana 
in 1952 Gen. Eisenhower warmly indorsed 
Jenner and in a slightly less generous 
fashion he did the same thing for Mc- 
Carthy in Wisconsin. The Republicans 
want to win in 1956 as they won in 1952 
and as of the present moment the only 
winner who can appeal to the country 
above party strife is the man now in the 
White House.

MANY OF McCarthy’s followers are 
talking about a third party movement to 
be headed by their hero.

G. Crommelin (Ret.), one of several mili- 
tary men connected with the organization, 
has discussed ways and means of keeping 
alive what he says is a grass roots move- 
ment. The degree of grass roots support 
is debatable but obviously the committee 
was well supplied with money. Their high 
powered organizing effort is believed to 
have been backed by Texas oil money 
which during the congressional campaign 
was injected in sizable sums into many 
states where senatorial contests were close. 

In the view of those who have fought 
McCarthy hardest in the Senate, his ac- 
tive support today has been pretty well 
reduced to the extremist fringe on the far 
right. They are the fanatical anti-this and 
anti-that who, as it was put in the 1952 
campaign, want to repeal the twentieth 
century. Some of them would go back to 
the days of witchcraft in Salem and hang 
all dissenters daring to question the wis- 
dom of the McCazsthy line. 

It was to reveal the virulence and the 
fanaticism of this following that Senator J. 
William Fulbright, Democrat of Arkansas, 
read into the record some of the letters he 
has received attacking him for his stand in 
opposition to McCarthy. Phrased in vio- 
lent language, these letters were full of 
religious and racial hatred. Many, accord- 
ing to Fulbright, could not be read on the > 
Senate floor because they contained un- 
printable language. 

“These are typical of the communica- 
tions I have been receiving for almost a 
year,” he told the Senate. “I think they 
evidence a great sickness among our 
people and that sickness has been greatly 
enhanced and increased during the 
course of the past year.” 

Other Senators close to the McCarthy 
controversy who have received similar mail 
take a less gloomy view. They believe that 

such violent expression is symptomatic 
merely of the lunatic fringe. This phrase, 
first given currency by Theodore Roose- 
velt, has been a useful label for a phe- 
nomenon that has recurred again and again 
in one form or another. Demagogues of 
the extreme right or left have repeatedly 


exploited this fringe. 

In times of stress and strain it takes in 
a broader segment than it does in quiet 
and comparatively normal periods. The 
depression years saw the rise of Huey 
Long and Mr. Townsend with large and 
enthustiastic followings. The vast up- 
heaval of World War II and the threat of 
the Communist conspiracy would be suf- 
ficient to explain the extremism of the 
McCarthy following. 

o - - 

THIS RAISES a larger question about 
McCarthy’s future. If the present high 
prosperity holds and the cold war levels 
off with a decrease in tensions, then the 
size and the ardor of the extremist fringe 
can be expected, in the light of the past, 
to decline. While German experience may 
have no bearing on what happens in this 
country, it is important to recall that Hit- 
ler’s following dropped to a very low point 
just prior to the onset of the world-wide 
depression of 1929. With large scale un- 
employment and inability of the Weimar 
republic to cope with it, Nazism made 
giant strides. 

McCarthy has proved many times that 
he is a shrewd politician with a resource- 
ful sehse of timing and a ruthless and 
relentless drive. With this equipment he 
might be able to exploit a new upheaval 
to increase his national following. 

As to his hold on Republicans in the 
country, the split among the members of 
his party in the Senate may or may not 
represent a similar close division among 
the rank ang file. 

Three conspicuously pro-McCarthy rep- 
resentatives— Kit -Clardy of Michigan, 
Charles E. Kersten of Wisconsin and Fred 
Busbey of Illinois—were defeated in No- 
vember and the only Republican candidate 
openly opposed by McCarthy, Clifford 
Case, won in New Jersey. But Case’s ma» 
jority was less than 3500. A tavern owner 
named Henry Krajewsgi got more than 
35,000 votes on a pro-McCarthy appeal. 


Similar splinters could in 1956 swing 
the balance in close elections. This may 
prove to be the real source of McCar- 
thy’s continuing power. He is not up for 
re-election until 1958 and se fer another 
four years he has the Senate of the 


United States as a forum and a sound- 


ing board. 
But even in his own state there is strong 
: sentiment that includes 
both Re and Democrats. Running 
for re-election in November, Gov. Walter

Human Being Bovard 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


Thirty-four members of the Post- 
Dispatch staff expressed concern in 
this column on Nov, 14, lest the book, 
“Bovard of the Post-Dispatch,” may 
have left the incorrect impression 
with some readers that its subject 
was a cold, hard overlord who had no 
feeling for his staff. 

Instead these men and women who 
worked under Managing Editor O. K. 
Bovard testified that he was a fine, 
fair, appreciative human being who 
thought of others-as human beings 
and so respected them. 

As the author of the book, I can- 


not understand how readers who con- . 


sider all of the evidence presented 
can draw such a conclusion. But if 
there are such readers, I should like 
to add my signature to the sentiment 
expressed in the preceding paragraph 
because I did not intend for the book 
to convey such an over-all impression. 

My aim was to present a balanced 
picture, to show the man frankly and 
honestly as a great editor and.as a 
human being. 

The truth is Bovard’s fascinating 
personality exhibited more than one 
side. The book contains more illus- 
trations of O.K.B.’s fine, fair, appre- 
ciative, and human attributes than 
references to his less likeable side. 

The book also shows it was usually 
those staff members whose work 
failed to measure up to Bovard’s lofty 
ideals who saw his less considerate 
attitude. 

Yet while his austere attitude was 
probably a pose and not his true na- 
ture, how can anyone deny that it 
existed? There are scores of: per- 
sons ‘including one or two of those 
34 who signed the letter referred to 
above) who contributed to the au- 
thor’s store of incidents illustrating 
his stern demeanor. Is it undesira- 
ble to be tough when it eomes to 
standing up for ideals? 

It seems to me that a biographer 
is obligated to be fair to his subject 
and to his readers. In my opinion I 
would have been neither had I made 
the book a complete eulogy, as 
O.K.B.’s many admirers apparently 
demand.

ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH And Now for Security 


Now that a major political roadblock has been 
removed by vote of the United States Senate, 
the country can and should get back to work 
on a serious problem that has been caught in 
the jam for more than a year. This is. the urgent 
problem of how to achieve necessary national 
security without doing serious, perhaps irrepara- 
ble, damage to the rights of citizens. 

This problem, while not new, has grown to its 
present proportions since the end of World War 


II. It has been highlighted recently, as William © 


Henry Chamberlin says in an excellent article 
reprinted on this page from The Wall Street 
Journal, by the cases of J. Robert Oppenheimer, 
atomic scientist, and John Paton Davies, career 
diplomat, both separated from the Government 
service as “security risks.” ' 

The Post-Dispatch heartily recommends Mr. 
Chamberlin’s thoughtful article to all our read- 
ers. It represents a sincere and balanced effort 
to see this complex problem in its entirety. The 
article gathers into a single place many aspects 


of the problem that bear on one another. 
a . * 


Mr. Chamberlin writes that it “is scarcely 
open to dispute that security measures which 
would have been unnecessary 50 years ago are 
required in the atmosphere of the Cold War.” 
He might well have made this statement far 
stronger. 

Actually there can be no* dispute whatever 
about the change that has come in 50 years and 
less. The “Communist conspiracy” on an inter- 
national scale is indeed a fateful “reality.” And 
just as grim is the “fact” that “Communist infil- 
tration” has had for its purpose “the stealing of 
secrets” and the influencing of policy in other 
nations. 

Starting with the British Klaus Fuchs case, 
which involved United States atomic secrets, Mr. 
Chamberlin cites a few of the many instances of 
espionage in the non-Communist nations. His 
list could have been much longer. 

The Wall Street Journal’s writer makes the 
thoroughly sound point that the “security” 
standard, as distinguished from the “loyalty” 
standard, when applied to Government employes, 
needs to be “interpreted with flexibility and 
some human understanding.” 

Then he shows how important it is that the 
diplomatic service be protected against “an at- 
mosphere of fear and blind conformity.” He 
could not be more right than he is when he 
says that reward and appreciation should go to 
the foreign service officer who foresees a policy 


defeat and says so, if defeat is on the way.

If the day arrives when the State Department, 
for example, cannot rely on the dispatches from 
its diplomats as informed and honest reports, 
then, as Washington Correspondent Roscoe 
Drummond wrote in discussing the Davies dis- 
missal, the United States “‘won’t have a foreign 
service worth the cable costs to transmit its 
judgments.” : 

, What is needed above all else are security reg- 
ulations that, to use Mr. Chamberlin’s splendid 
choice of words, are “flexibly permissive, not 
rigidly mandatory.” The whole record of a man

The best news about the security problem is 
President Eisenhower’s announcement that it is 
being “reviewed.” If it were to be reviewed by a 
presidential commission of eminent citizens, so 


much the better. Such a study could get the _ 


question away from the headline seekers and 
into the hands of thoughtful, thoroughly patri- 
otic men and women, 

Here is a problem—a difficult, complex prob- 
lem, one that challenges our best intelligence.

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Gesture to Finlandia 

The release of seized American royalties to 
Jan Sibelius, great Finnish composer, is a small 
thing in a way.

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Testimony of a Roll Call 

While Administration officials debate the vir- 
tues of expanded economic aid as a means of 
wooing Southeast Asia, they might well ponder 
also a roll call which took place in the political 
committee of the U.N. General Assembly. 

The issue was a modified form of Indonesia's 
resolution calling upon the Netherlands and In- 
donesia to resume negotiations to solve their 
dispute over West New Guinea. 
wrongly, the vote was widely construed as a sig- 
nificant test between colonial powers ‘and the 
ex-colonial or still subjugated peoples. 

Thirty-four nations, more than the two thirds 
required to pass the resolution in the Assembly, 
voted for the resolution—which, after all, only 
called upon the Dutch to do what they had 
agreed to do in the 1949 Indonesian settlement. 
Fourteen nations voted aaginst the resolution. 

Among the winning 34 were practically all the 
former colonies and underdeveloped areas of 
the world. The losing 14 included the princfpal 
colonial powers of the present or past. 

The United States did not line up with either 
side—neither with India, Pakistan, Burma, Thai- 
land and the other underdeveloped nations we 
hope to woo with dollars, nor with Britain, 
France, the Netherlands and their supporters. 
The United States abstained. 

The Soviet Union is an imperialistic power of 
the first magnitude, which practices colonialism 
wherever the reach of its military might permits, 
but its delegate did not abstain, and neither did 
he vote with the Netherlands. When the roll 
was called, the Soviet’ Union and satellites were 
to be found cheek by jowl with the underdevel- 
oped colonies of Asia, the Middle East and Latin 
America, and so the Soviet propaganda mills 
can go on grinding out tokens of Moscow’s love 
for the unwashed of the world. 

Economic aid to prove that the United States 
is Southeast Asia’s true friend? Yes, but some- 
body in Washington needs to ask whether dol- 
lars are enough, and how our country can dis- 
pel the impression that its real affinities are 
with the ex-colonial masters rather than the 
newly freed masses of that region. 
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Semantics in the Senate 

Perhaps the weirdest aspect of the extraordi- 
nary proceedings in the Senate chamber this 
past week was the seeming satisfaction the Dirk- 
sen-Jenner-Welker cabal took in the fact that 
the resolution as adopted did not employ the 
word “censure.” It gratified them that the word 
used was “condemned.” As Senator Fulbright 
of Arkansas promptly showed, by reading the 
definitions from the dictionary, “condemned” is 
a far stronger word than “censured.” And that 
only goes to prove how irrational the idolatry 
for the “condemned” Senator had become: They 
like the stronger word because it is weaker! 
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New Head for University of Illinois 


The newly chosen president of the University 
of Illinois, Dr. David Dodds Henry, is old enough 
to be an experienced academic administrator 
and young enough to serve nearly a score of 
years at Champaign-Urbana. At the age of 49, 
Dr. Henry has been president of one of the lead- 
ing municipal universities, Wayne in Detroit, 
from which he went to New York University 
where he is now vice chancellor. Yet he is hap- 
pily a long way from retirement age. 

Dr. Henry will take over next Sept. 1 from 
President Lloyd Morey, who has administered 
the University of Illinois since the unfortunate 
and regrettable George D. Stoddard episode a 
year and a half ago. This means that responsi- 
bilit¥ for the university’s relations with the Leg- 
islature for the 1955-57 biennial appropriation 
will rest on President Morey, as will the admin- 
istrative responsibility for the next nine months. 
It also means that President-elect Henry need 
have no worry about the conduct of the univer- 
sity between now and start of his own tenure. 

Counting its professional schools in Chicago 
with the main campus, the University of Illinois 
has a student body of nearly 25,000 and a staff 
of approximately 5000. Although it is an in- 
vestment totaling millions, the university has 
returned to the people of Illinois benefits many 
times its cost since its founding in 1868. May 
it have a long period of scholarly distinction and 
service to Illinois under David Dodds Henry. 
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The Knowland Defection 


Whatever other political currents were set in 
motion in the Senate last week, Senator Know- 
land’s switch to the McCarthy side may prove 
one of the most important. 

The Republican majority leader, who will be- 
come minority leader in January, had already 
broken with the Eisenhower Administration on 
foreign policy. Now he has broken with it on the 
gravest domestic political issue it has faced. 

William S. White of The New York Times in- 
terpreted Senator Knowland’s bid to the ex- 
treme right wing as “burning his last substantial 
bridge” with the Administration. The President, 
Mr. White quoted one of the strongest Eisen- 
hower Senators as saying, “no longer can claim 
any effective leadership in that body on the Re- 
The strongly pro-Eisenhower 
New York Herald Tribune editorially commented 
on the “striking” defection of the majority 
leader thus: 

It is difficult: to escape the conclusion 
that Mr. Knowland was anxious to build up, 
among the McCarthy wing of the party, sup- 
port for his views on foreign policy. If this 
is so, he is almost certain to be confounded. 
We are not at all sure about,that. But re- 

gardless of how much party leadership Senator 
Knowland can wield, the White House must be 
pondering most seriously the attrition of its 
own. Of the 22 Republicans who voted to con- 
demn McCarthy last week, four were lame ducks 
and half a dozen others cannot be counted as 
reliable followers of Administration policies. 

So it may well be that President Eisenhower 
today can command support in Congress from 
only a minority of his own minority party. If 
so, he may be compelled to become what a great 
many Americans elected him to be—a non- 
partisan President.

The much publicized cases of atomic 
scientist J. Robert Oppenheimer and 
career diplomat John Paton Davies, both 
of whom have been penalized as “se- 
curity risks,” should direct public atten- 
tion to a problem that is more complex 
and difficult than is generally realized. 

This problem is how to assure the loy- 
alty of public servants and the security 
of the United States Government with- 
out adopting control measures so ex- 
treme as to threaten the individual and 
collective morale of the men who work 
in such sensitive fields as secret scien- 
tific research and responsible foreign 
service. President Eisenhower said this 
week that the whole security question 
is being reviewed. 

That security measures which would 
have been unnecessary 50 years ago are 
required in the atmosphere of the cold 
war is scarcely open to dispute. 

The international Communist con- 
spiracy is a reality. Communist infiltra- 
tion, aimed at stealing secrets and if 
possible influencing policy, is a proved 
historical fact. 


A Familiar Pattern 


Anyone who will go through the vol- 
umes of congressional investigations of 
the subject, supplemented by the de- 
tailed reports of reformed and repentant 
ex-Communists, can scarcely escape the 
conviction that infiltration was wide- 
spread, especially during the war years 
when the Soviet Union wore the halo 
of a trusted ally. 


One finds the same pattern in other 
countries, A number of Canadian gov- 
ernment officials were exposed as 
members of an elaborate Soviet spy ring 
in that country. Britain has its Klaus 
Fuchs, its Alan Nunn May, its Bruno 
Pontecorvo, its deserting diplomats, 
Donald MacLean and Guy Burgess. 

There have been scandals in France 
in connection with the leakage of secret 
information to the French Communist 
party. West Germany, a generally anti- 
Communist country, produced its Otto 
John, its Karl Franz Schmidt-Wittmack. 
' Even the most ardent champion of 
civil liberties would scarcely maintain 
that someone with a secret allegiance 
to a foreign power had any business on 
the payroll of the United States.

not surprising that loyalty boards were 
very slow to announce any such find- 
ings. Later, in 1951, the criterion was 
amended so that discharge was author- 
ized where there was “a reasonable 
doubt as to the loyalty of the person 
involved.” 

It remained for the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration to broaden and, at the 
same time, soften the grounds for dis- 
charge by substituting “security” for 
“loyalty.” It laid down the principle that 
no person shall be employed unless such 
employment is clearly consistent with 
the national security. A person might be 
a “security risk” without imputation of 
disloyalty if he talked too much, drank 
too much or maintained questionable 
associations. 

In the present international atmo- 
sphere the “security” standard, if inter- 
preted with flexibility and some human 
understanding, seems quite reasonable. 

However, it. is important, as some 
retired diplomats of the highest char- 
acter and competence have pointed out, 
not to create an atmosphere of fear and 
blind conformity. 

It is the foreign service gfficer in 
Paris who predicted the failure of the 
European Defense Community treaty, 
not the one who anticipated its success, 
who would deserve the higher mark 
for competence. 


Need for Flexibility 


It is the American observer in Indo- 
china who foresaw that French military 
and political methods would lead to de- 
feat, not to victory, who would earn 
the A grade for discernment. 

A diplomat who would suppress his 
honest conclusions and slant his reports 
with an eye to public sentiment would 
be useless to his government. 

There is another consideration that 
speaks in favor of making the security 
regulations flexibly permissive, not rig- 
idly mandatory. It not infrequently hap- 
pens that persons who have flirted with 
Communism early in their careers be- 
come the most consistent and principled 
anti-Communists after they have gained 
more maturity and perhaps seen a Com- 
munist regime in operation. 

This suggests that a Government of- 
ficial should be judged on the basis of 


his evolution and his whole recard, not 


condemned irrevocably if he was the 
of the John Reed Club or 
took in a left-wing play in college. 
The best advice to those responsible 
for administering the security program 
would be an adaptation of something 
once written by Calvin Coolidge.

rope, shocked some military dodoes and hurt some military 
feelings, especially in the United States Navy, in an address he 
made before the California Institute of Technology. 

Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson said that Montgomery 
was a “very brave man personally and a very brave man to come 
to another country and give out free advice.” He added that he 
believed “the Britishers would take a whack at an American if 
he tried to do the same thing in England.” 


Monty was not giving us any 
advice.. He was, instead, trying 
to explain the conclusions that 
he, along with but not necessar- 
ily in full agreement with, Gen. 
Alfred M. Gruenther, Supreme 
Commander Allied Forces Eu- 
rope, and .Gen. Lauris Norstad, 
Allied Air Force Commander 
Europe, and others of the 
SHAPE staff. had reached in 
their continuing studies to or- 
ganize and plan for war today 
or in the near future. 

Intelligent Analysis. 


The address by the Field Mar- 
shal, which was almost identical 
with one he gave in London 
Oct 21, might better be char- 
acterized as the most intelligent 
and as an almost unique effort 
ofa senior commander since the 
war-to examine and apply the 
revolutionary changes in war- 
fare. brought about by nuclear 
and: other recent advances in 
weapons. 

The Post-Dispatch has been 
informed on the highest author- 
ity that Generals Gruenther and 
Norstad are in substantial agree- 
ment with the ideas of the Field 
Marshal. 


Monty’s only really critical re- 
mark concerns the organization 
of the air forces under NATO. 
“The greatest asset of air 
power,” he said, “is its flexibil- 
ity. Flexibility and centralized 
control of all the air forces in a 
theater of war are vital to suc- 
cess.” 


.“But the West,” he continued, 
“has sacrificed much of its flex- 
ibility by basing air command 
organization on the requirements 
of direct support of the land 
forces. .. . We will never win 
the war in the air with the or- 
ganization for air command and 
control that we have at present.” 

Monty does not go into detail, 
but the facts are that the 
SHAPE air forces are all dis- 
persed under the different com- 
mands — Northern Europe, Cen- 
tral Europe, Southern Europe 
and the Mediterranean. 

Norstad, the allied air com- 
mander, has no air force directly 
under him. It is not hard to 
imagine what a struggle there 
would be if, for example, he 
tried to take some of the air 
forces now allotted to Marshal 
Alphonse Juin of France, Com- 
mander of Central Europe, away 
from him to use in north or 
south Europe. 


Flexibility Defined. 


What Monty means by flexi- 
bility is that air forces on air- 
dromes in Norway, the North 
Europe Command, or in Italy, 
the South Europe Command, can 
support operations in Central 
Europe if they are under cen- 
tralized control. Norstad envis- 
agés doing just this, but today 
he does not have the centralized 
control. 


Although not directed at 
United States military organiza- 
tion, the Field Marshal’s remark 
has’ some application. The Ma- 
rine Corps clings to its out- 
moded and wasteful practice of 
haying an air wing to work with 
each division, when in fact one 
air wing could provide support 
for 10 divisions. 

Likewise the three American 
air -forces—the Air Force, the 
Naval Air Force and Marine 
Aviation—do not provide the 
United States with air power 
commensurate with the cost and 
size of the combined forces, be- 
cause they do not have the flexi- 
bility and economy of force that 
could be had with centralized 
control.

Why cannot we match the 
strength that could be brought 
against us? Although NATO 
manpower is one third greater 
than that of Russia and her 
satellites, “our political chiefs 
have never shown any great 
enthusiasm in giving us the 
number to be able to do this 
without using such weapons.” 


‘Airpower Will Be Dominant.’ 


“The dominant factor in fu- 
ture war,” Montgomery de- 
clared, “will be airpower.” Why? 
Because “we have solved the 
problem of endurance in the air, 
and an aircraft can remain in 
the sky for prolonged periods 
and in all weathers.” The com- 
bination of this sort of aircraft 
and the power of nuclear weap- 
ons is decisive. 


If we can maintain the ability 
to start a tremendous nuclear 
bombardment of the East, Mont- 
gomery said, the moment we 
are attacked, it must force the 
enemy to devote a considerable 
effort of his long-range air 
forces and nuclear weapons to 
attempt to hit our strategical 
air forces. It also must force 
him to spend effort on air de- 
fense — “no easy problem for 
them.” 


The initial air battle will have 
a tremendous effect on the 
whole war. For this reason air 
power must be in being and not 
dependent upon slow mobiliza- 
tion procedures; and, “in order 
to prevent our offensive air- 
power being crippled from the 
start,” the Field Marshal de- 
clared, “by a surprise attack, 
and to minimize the effect of 
such an attack,” a highly effec- 
tive global early warning serv- 
ice is required. 


As to seapower, Monty does 
not believe that the West could 
win if it lost control of the At- 
lantic. “Navies must be given 
the minimum means to insure 
control of the seas,” he de- 
clared, “and of the approaches 
to essential ports, and mo more. 
It is essential that they should 
not dissipate those means on 
tasks which do not affect the 
war at sea.” 

“I give it as my opinion,” he 
continued, “that the time will 
come that the seas will be con- 
trolled from the air.” Mont- 
gomery believes that already 
navies whose work lies entirely 
in marrow seas, such as the 
Mediterranean, or in European 
waters, while requiring air sup- 
port, should not have their own 
naval air forces. 


Ideas on Naval Problem. 


Montgomery did not go into 
the reasons for his thinking, but 
in discussions at SHAPE the 
following ideas bearing on the 
naval problem were brought out.

Its Border Worrying Thailand 


Government More Concerned Over 50,000 
Followers of Ho Chi Minh Than Over 
Nation’s 3,000,000 Chinese.

BANGKOK. 


HE HUGE Chinese minority in this country—at least 3,000,000 
T out of a population of 20,000,000—looks at first sight like a 
time-bomb. You would suppose that it would be easy for 
Peiping to light the fuse and blow up the independent, anti- 


Communist government here. 


But in Thailand things are rarely 


what they seem to be, and the Chinese minority is no exception. 


Along Bangkok’s “Silver 
Street,” where Chinese shops 
stand wall to wall for half a 
mile, shopkeepers used to hang 
pictures of Chiang Kai-shek to 
show where their sympathies lay. 
When Chinese “volunteers” 
pushed Gen. MacArthur's forces 
back from the Yalu at the end 
of 1950, down came Chiang and 
up went the pudgy features of 
Mao Tse-tung. Today, Mao, too, 
has come down, and most Chi- 
nese shops in Bangkok now dis- 
play Sun Yat-sen, the father of 
the Chinese revolution of 1911. 
He, at least, is as non-contro- 
versial as George Washington. 

Not a Clue to Politics. 

This expression of Chineseness 
offers no clue to their politics. 
The most precise estimate I 
could get in Bangkok, from men 
whose business it is to know, 
was as follows: 

Out of the 3,000,000 Chinese 
in Thailand, about 3000 are ac- 
tive Communists and another 
30,000 are fellow-travelers. At 
the other extreme, about 30,000 
are active supporters of Na- 
tionalist China and perhaps 300,- 
000 more are Nationalist sym- 
pathizers. 

The rest—almost nine-tenths 
of the lot—are determined to 
stay unidentified with either 
side in the.cold war. If the 
Western or Soviet embassies 
send them propaganda pamph- 
lets, local Chinese are likely to 
return the material, rather than 
have anything so incriminating 
in their possession. 

Marshal Phibun Songgram, 
the dictator-Premier of this rel- 
atively gentle police state, told 
me that he wasn’t worried about 
the Chinese here. “After all, 
we all came from China origin- 
ally,” he said, explaining that 
the Thais migrated from Yun- 
nan, in south China, 800 years 
ago. “Many of us are married to 
Chinese, and our Chinese mi- 
nority is no problem.” 


Maybe the Prime Minister was 


_—_ 


whistling to keep up his courage, 
an exercise he performs reg- 
ularly for visiting American 
Congressmen, generals and news- 
papermen. But an on-the-spot 
look at the Chinese in Thailand 
suggests that on this issue he 
may be right. 

More worrisome to the Thal 
government is a different, far 
smaller minority in the north- 
east of the country, along the 
Laos frontier. This is an in- 
digestible body of about 50,000 
Viet 'Namese who poured into 
Thailand in 1947 on the plea 
that they were fleeing from the 
French. Most of them were fol- 
lowers of the Moscow-trained 
Ho Chi Minh. The Thai govern- 
ment that admitted them was 
then headed by Pridi Panom- 
yong, whom the Chinese Com- 
munists recently trotted out of 
obscurity in exile as leader of 
a “Free Thai” movement. 

Setup for Fifth Column. 

The refugees are now settled 
into the northeastern area as pig 
farmers, small traders, servants 
and artisans. They worry the 
Thai government for two rea- 
sons: First, because Ho Chi 
Minh’s troops still control two 
nearby provinces of Laos: and 
second, because the border peo- 
ple on both sides look and talk 
alike. The situation is made-to- 
order for a Communist fifth 
column inside Thailand. 

Marshal Phibun’s government, 
not knowing what else to do, 
has asked the United States to 
help move the 50,000 refugees 
out. But where can they go? 
Neither Ho Chi Minh nor the 
non-Communist Viet Namese 
want them—and anyway, they 
are more useful tea Ho where 
they are. 

The problem of these un- 
wanted 50,000 suggests once 
more that the immediate danger 
to southeast Asis, perhaps, is 
less Communist China than Ho 
Chi Minh, who looks like a man 
in a hurry to extend Communist 
power.

To Stay as Leader. 

Knowland made it clear that 
he expects to continue as the 
party’s leader at the new session 
of Congress next month, when 
Democrats take control. Al- 
though he has differed from the 
President on the blockade ques- 
tion and some other issues, he 
declared he has gone down the 
line in support of the Adminis- 
tration on the overwhelming ma- 
jority of Senate votes. 

He declined «© direct com- 
ment on President Eisenhower's 
lengthy statement warning 
against being goaded into war 
by Communists and the Presi- 
dent’s expressed hope that Re- 
publican leaders would agree 
with the main policies of the 
Administration. 

“It is my earnest hope that

But in Syria, embittered 
against the West by Israel's tri- 
umphs, a Communist can get on 
the ballot by simply writing the 
word “independent” beside his 
name.

They Help Support Good Novels 


By MALCOLM COWLEY 


OOD WRITING is hard to come by in any period, as Ernest 
Hemingway once said, so it is no cause for lamentation 
that the year 1954 has produced no books that seem des- 


tined for immortality. 

All things considered it is 
encouraging, I think, that a re- 
spectable number of Ameri- 
cans are still dedicated to the 
profession of writing; for it is 
a hard profession. Even writ- 
ers who are touched with 
greatness are denied the re- 
wards that accrue so abun- 
dantly to men of genius in com- 
merce, industry, science and 
their subsidiary activities. But 
for genius in any field we need 
have little concern. It can. 
nourish itself in the dryést 
soil; it is irrepressible. And 
even if it weren't it has a self- 
sufficiency that makes it pecu- 
liarly independent of the fruits 
of success. 


Writers of talent, however, 
need a certain amount of rec- 
ognition. At the least they 
should be able to work steadily 
at their profession as a law- 
yer does or a doctor. Few of 
them can. A year’s work may 
net as much as $2000 for a 
successful novelist; and the 
successful novel is an excep- 
tion. As a consequence the 
writing of books is done large- 
ly by men and women who 
make their living in other 
ways. In short, our American 


tinuously interesting story and 
though it revolves around mor- 
bid situations it is not essen- 
tially morbid. 


Erich Maria Remarque has 
contributed one of the best 
war novels of the year in A 
TIME TO LOVE AND A TIME 
TO DIE. The terror and bru- 
tality of war are relieved by 
a love story at the center that 
gives off a singular feeling of 
pathos. And we are also per- 
suaded—for the moment at 
any rate—that integrity, love 
and justice are also tough, 
tough enough to rise again 
even after being trampled by 
the iron boots of the totali- 
tarian henchmen.

NOVEL of small preten- 
A sion but extraordinarily 

deft, perceptive and warm- 
ly humorous, is the recently 
published GOOD MORNING, 
MISS DOVE by Frances Gray 
Patton. Miss Dove is a school- 
teacher who, though a marti- 
net, wins the. undying gratitude 
of a whole community purely 
by force of character. Its 
skillful avoidance of mawkish 
sentiment is not the least of 
this novel’s qualities. But its 
prime attribute is its cultivated 
style. This is a first novel. 
Miss Patton, one hopes, is on 
her way. 


William Faulkner’s A FA- 
BLE was undoubtedly the 
most monumental novel of the 
year. Perhaps it is a bad nov- 
el for the reason that the read- 
er is never clear in his mind 
whether the principles  be- 
ing symbolized are victori- 
ous. Yet it has long stretches 
of strikingly articulated epi- 
sodes that roll with a power- 
ful emotional force. It tells 
of a French unit that mutinied 
in the first World War; and 
this with the developing 
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HAT THE WRITING profession needs in 1955, to restore 
Wi: economic position, is some really best-selling novels. 

There were no such novels in 1954 and there have been 
few, very few, in the last eight years. 


A really best-selling novel 
is one with a distribution of 
a million or more copies in 
hard covers, preferably dur- 
ing the first year after publi- 
cation. FOREVER AMBER, 
by Kathleen Winsor, met this 
requirement in 1944-45 and 
did so without the help of a 
book club. CAPTAIN FROM 
CASTILE, by Samuel Shella- 
barger, and THE BLACK 
ROSE, which met the require- 
ment in 1945-46, were both 
choices of the Literary Guild, 
but they also had an impres- 
sive bookstore sale. In those 
wartime years there were 
many novels that sold a mil- 
lion hard-cover copies. A 
TREE GROWS IN BROOK- 
"LYN and THE ROBE each 
sold two million or more. 
There has been nothing like 
them in the 1950s. 

I am not speaking here— 
and haven't qualified myself 
to speak—in terms of literary 
merit. It happens that I didn't 
read any of these really best- 
selling novels, having been too 
busy with books of other 
types. I gathered from re- 
views that some were honest, 
unpretentious jobs of story 
telling, while others were 
painted or amber-tinted trol- 
lops. In an indirect fashion, 
however, the nice and naugh- 
ty ones both did something to 
support the literary profes- 
sion. They even helped mem- 
bers of the profession whose 
own work was subtle or ex- 
perimental and was directed 
to a narrow audience. 

* * a 
HE reason why they 
T helped other writers—in- 
cluding those who seldom 
read a best-seller and wouldn't 
dream of writing one—is con- 
nected with the economics of 
the publishing trade. Most 
publishers - lose 


money on 


pears to be wasted and the 
book isn’t bought by anyone 
except the author’s devoted 
mother and her friends in 
the Ladies Aid. At other 
times the publisher plays an 
indispensable part in launch- 
ing a novelist on what will 
prove to be a rewarding ca- 
reér. One point I wanted to 
make is that whether or not 
the publisher succeeds in 
finding a wide audience for 
any particular book, his ef- 
forts in its behalf are useful 
to the writing profession as a 
whole. Some of the efforts 
help to maintain professional 
standards of workmanship. 
Others help to keep people 
talking about books and even, 
on occasion, tempt them into 
book stores. 

A second point—I have sug- 
gested it already—is that all 
these publishing efforts used 
to be supported in large meas- 
ure by the income from best- 
selling novels, which have 
been the dependable staple of 
the book trade. Whenever the 
novels stop selling, publishers 
are forced tc retrench. 

Lately they haven't been so 
ready to offer advance pay- 
ments for half-written novels. 
They have been spending less

HEN your neighbor at 
W aisne: asks, “Have you 

read Such-and-Such?” do 
you just simper or look blank?

HE jovial novels of Dick- 
T ens, as the Johnson “Life” 
indicates, may be viewed as 
part, if a glorious part, of the 
histrionics of a tormented 
and fearful creature.

an. Jacqueline Cochran 
spent her early childhood in a 
sawmill town in northern 
Florida. Until she was eight 
years old, she had no shoes, 
slept on a pallet on the floor, 
foraged in the woods or waters 
for food, dressed in flour 
sacks, lived a life that she de- 
scribes as “bleak and bitter 
and harsh.” She recalls when 
a glass pistol filled with small 
balls of candy was the most 
wonderful possible possession 
but one she could not hope to 
acquire. Once she tried to run 
away with a circus but the cir- 
cus couldn’t be bethered with 
a child; she woke up on the 
deserted tent lot, alone. 


There were bright spots to 
her early life. A school teacher 
taught her cleanliness, taught 
her to read, “lifted the hori- 
zons.” Work as a midwife— 
at age seven—earned her 
enough money to buy a chance 
on a doll, which she miracu- 
lously won. Her stepmother. 
gave it to her sister. At age 8, 
she struck out on her own, 
working a 12-hour night. shift 
in a cotton mill. By 13, she 
was a beauty operator, and a 
few years later, she was work- 
ing at Antoine’s salon in New 
York. 


“I might have been born in 
a hovel,” she writes, “but I de- 
termined to travel with the 
wind and the stars.” 


Jacqueline Cochran reached 
her goal, literally and figura- 
tively. She married a million- 
aire, became the owner of 
three successful cosmetics 
firms, met the high and the 
mighty, declined a nomination 
for Congresswoman on the 
Democratic ticket because she 
was trying to persuade a war- 
time friend (Eisenhower) to 
run on the Republican ticket.

HE opening sentence gives 
T the keynote of this deeply 
thoughtful, brilliantly writ- 
ten book. “Surely no previous 
age has known the sense of 
foreboding that hangs over 
the modern world.” The au- 
thor sets herself to consider a 
decisive question whether men 
can in fact apply their wisdom 
and experience to the working 
out of hiStory. Is the life of 
our Western civilization deter- 
mined by unshakable physical 
causation, each event follow- 
ing inexorably from the pre- 
vious event? Or is there some 
place in the immensities of the 
physical universe for the cre- 
ative intervention of man? 
Miss Ward is far from being 
the first modern writer to ask 
this question. She acknowl- 
edges her special indebtedness 
to, among others, Reinhold 
Niebuhr and Arnold Toynbee. 
But none has produced a more 
lucid or more compellingly 
presented answer. Her book 
amounts to a history of West- 
ern civilization from its earli- 
est beginnings. Yet it is so 
short and concise that it can 
almost be read at a sitting. 
The author showed her com- 
petence to write on this sub- 
ject in her two previous books, 
“Policy for the West” and “The 
West at Bay.” In “Faith and 
Freedom” she sums up her 
-conclusions. As editor of the 
London Economist, she has 
long been known for her writ- 
ings on politics and economics. 
She now shows that she can 
discuss history, philosophy and 
religion with equal ease and 
familiarity.

HE second quarter of: the 

nineteenth century wit- 

nessed' the development 
of the fur trade in the Rocky 
Mountain country and in the 
evolution of the trade and ex- 
ploration of the region the 
“Mountain Man” played a 
leading role. Hugh Glass, cen- 
tral figure in -this lusty tale, 
is but one of a long galaxy of 
colorful mountain men, who 
penetrated the Indian country 
and served as vanguards of the 
frontier. Naturally, many leg- 
ends evolved around the ex- 
ploits of these doughty woods- 
men, 


The epic of Hugh Glass is 
not new. More than a cen- 
tury ago the Missouri Intelli- 
gencer and the St. Louis Bea- 
con introduced the redoubt- 
able Hugh to the reading pub- 
lic. Later, Rufus B. Sage and 
H. M. Chittenden expanded 
the tale, and in recent years, 
John G. Neihardt, celebrated 
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HUGH GLASS 


“tough as buckskin.” He never 
gave up. Such was Hugh 
Glass, typical mountain man. 


Of course, “Lord Grizzly” 
is more than a fictional biog- 
raphy. It is a bit of life in 
the Great Plains and Rocky 
Mountain country of the first 
half of the nineteenth century. 
Here one finds himself in the 
glorious, wide and open spaces 
where life was free but was 
also harsh and cruel and ever 
fraught with danger. Here, 
one comes face to face with 
the implacable hatred of the 
white man and the Indian. 
Here, too, one glimpses the 
psychology of the mountain 
man—his love of freedom, his 
restlessness, his courage, his 
loyalty, his spirit of revenge.

today between the -privileged 
nations of the West and the 
underdeveloped areas of the 
world: 

“It is therefore pnssible— 
indeed more than possible; it 
is likely—that unless some 
modification can be introduced 
into our Western concept of 
national self-interest compar- 
able to the modification of the 
old absolute concept of prop- 
erty, the prophecies which 
Marx made in vain of the dis- 
integration of domestic socie- 
ty in the West may yet be 
turned in judgment against 
the West’s relations with the 
world’s backward areas. Lenin 
may be proved to have seen 
further than his master when 
he prophesied that colonial ter- 
ritories would be the Achilles 
heel of the West. Equally, how- 
ever, the prophecies can once 


New Mystery 


THE SILENT WOMEN, by Mar- 
garet Page Hood.

VERY mystery reader 
E knows that crime detection 

is a business that calls for 
frequent and mouth-watering 
meals. Indeed, to a calorie- 
counting reader, the mystery 
of how his favorite crime stop- 
per can eat and drink so con- 
stantly and so well, and still, 
with a few exceptions, main- 
tain a lissom slenderness and 
a clear head, has shared equal 
place with the question of who 
done it. 

‘The ranks of Epicurean 
bloodhounds, including Nero 
Wolfe, the master gourmet of 
them all, Hercule Poirot, 
whose two breakfast eggs must 
match each other perfectly in 
color, and Lord Peter Wimsey, 
whose specialty is old and rare 
vintages, now open to include 
a new member, young Gil Do- 
nan, the hero of Margaret 
Page Hood’s current mystery, 
“The Silent Women.” 

With a sufficiently chilling 
atmosphere of fog, a once pop- 
ulous but now deserted island 
and a group of secretive na- 
tives; this mystery, laid on 
Spruce Island, off the coast of 
Maine, involves a_ beautiful 
Italian girl and the problem 
of whether she is missing, 
dead, or a figment of her ex- 
cited father’s imagination. The 
suspense is well-sustained and 
the solution, although perhaps 
not entirely unexpected, is - 
neat and satisfying. 

Gil Donan, with visions of 
clam chowder, lobster and 
baked beans dancing through 
his head, is understandably a 
little sluggish as he chews his 
way through his investigation, 
but is, nevertheless, a promis- 
ing and engaging young char- 
acter. One feels that with jus- 
tice in the hands of young 
Donan in Maine and his neigh- 
bors to the south, Asey Mayo 
and Reynold Frame, New Eng- 
land fictional criminals would 
do well to turn to some safer 
and more lucrative line—like 
recipe-collecting, perhaps.

Poetry's Withdrawal 


Reasons for the Widening Gap Between the Modern Poet and His 


By WILL WHARTON 


EADERS of the London 
Rte Literary Supple- 

ment, of whom there are 
many in this country, are 
aware that every few months 
the leading editorial will con- 
cern some phase of the widen- 
ing gap between the modern 
poet and his potential audi- 
ence. With such precedent, 
this reviewer would like to 
consider the problem. 

The widespread complaint 
even among well-educated per- 
sons is that they “can’t get 
anything” out of the work of 
the poets who have been rec- 
ommended by leading critics. 
Poets reply, not without jus- 
tice, that too many readers are 
grounded in romantic poetry, 
“Palgrave pap,” and they want 
not the adventure and stimula- 
tion of a new poem, but the 
soothement of an old refrain. 

But how poets often hurt 
their own cause might be dem- 
onstrated with some iines by 
Theodore Roethke, generally 
acknowledged to be one of the 
foremost of younger American 
poets: 

I wish I was a pifflebob 

I wish I was a funny 

I wish I had ten thousand hats 
And made a lot of money. 

This stanza is excerpted 
from a long poem and its ap- 
parent meaninglessness has 
meaning as part of a reverie 
on childhood reminiscences. 
Yet even read in context, how 
would it appeal to a man suf- 
ficiently well-educated to be 
slowly killing himself trying to 
earn $10,000 a year in law, en- 
gineering or accountancy? He 
might tolerate such lines from 
his daughter in second grade, 
but he can be excused for 
some annoyance when told 
they were written by a person 
over 30 years of age.

HIS, of course, is only one 

instance, but many others 

could be cited which 
would justify the impatience 
of the general reader, who 
takes as much exception to 
passages that are downright 
silly as to those that are de- 
liberately obscure. 

In trying to put a finger on 
some reasons for the divorce 
of the poet from his potential 
audience, the mass movement 
of poets into the universities 
could be mentioned. Of lead- 
ing American poets, it is diffi- 
cult to find more than a hand- 
ful engaged otherwise, as for 
example, Richard Eberhart 
and Wallace Stevens are busi- 
ness executives, Merrill Moore 
and William Carlos Williams 
are physicians. Contrast these 
names with the imposing list 
of poets most of whom are 
now and all of whom have 
been at one time employed by 
universities: Auden, Frost, 
Tate, Warren, Roethke, Ciardi, 
Burford, MacLeish, Wilbur, 
Brinnin, Shapiro, Nims, Low- 
ell, Neihardt, Jarrell, Scott, 
Hall and Viereck. 


ae This migration of poets into 
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W. H. AUDEN 
universities has advantages 


and drawbacks, It cannot be 
questioned that this trend has 
increased the quantity and 
technical quality of American 
verse. The remuneration is 
relatively low, but college resi- 
dence offers more leisure for 
meditation, plus surroundings 
favorable to verse composition. 
Here the poet is not an oddity, 
but a respected creative per- 
son. 

The drawbacks are inherent 
in the advantages. The retreat 
into the schdols implies a with- 
drawal from the hurly-burly of 
everyday living. The danger is 
that university poets subcon- 
sciously may begin to conceive 
of themselves as successors of 
the monks of the Dark Ages, 
keeping ledrning’ alive while 
barbarians riot. A kind of 
academic high priesthood is 
established, devoted only to 
proselytizing students and col- 
leagues, and impatient with 
the body of adult general read- 
ers outside college walls,

T is no coincidence that 
| sone with this, many of the 

university poets have adopt- 
ed en toto a traditional reli- 
gion, as a rule “high church.” 
The poet’s mind is thus free 
of the encumbrance of inquiry 
along religious and, by impli- 
cation, political lines, In these 
departments he has picked up 
a bargain package and set it 
aside. He is an orthodoxist in 
religion, a conservative in poli- 
tics and a classicist in litera- 
ture. 

The college itself plays a 
part in this. It is not easy to 
get a post at a ranking univer- 
sity and once the poet is in he 
has a struggle to stay, because 
jn this rather cloistered exist- 
ence he is subjected to close 
scrutiny by faculty wives and 
elderly, hide-bound deans and 
department heads. He finds it 
wiser to delve into writings 
and happenings, a safe couple 
of centuries past, and must 
be cautious about both his 
published and oral utterances 
regarding current events. . 

x* * * 

T the same time, the 
A texsenes for the univer- 

sity poet is to maintain 
communication principally 
with others in his field. 
This leads to a kind of Lil- 
liputian court contest to see 
who can write the most ab- 
truse criticism and the most 
exquisitely undecipherable 
verse, meant for the poets 
themselves and a few critics to 
read. In time these scholar- 
poets may begin to feel, 
toward laymen who attempt 
discussion with them, the re- 


| sentment of a physician toward 
| a layman who questioned his 


diagnoses or a pharmacist who 
wrote prescriptions. 

In this priestly cult a jargon 
of foreign phrases becomes 
a private language. Certain 
foreign terms pop up and are 
‘used ely, then become old 
hat and are succeeded by new 
and more fashionable terms. 
A teacher from one college in 
this area recently addressed a 
local poetry group on one of 
the ancient classic bards. The 
title of his talk referred to the 
“paideuma” of the poet’s work. 
At first, members of the group 
did not know whether “paideu- 
ma” was an organ of the body, 
a disease or a new wonder 
drug. 

* * * 

NE unhealthy aspect of 

this semantic inbreeding 

is that the scholar-poets 
lose contact with the racy 
treasure of American idiom 
which would vitalize their 
work. This reviewer recently 
overheard a questionable 
character relate of a friend, 
“He was hung up on junk. 
The feds pearl-harbored him 
and he got blue-grassed.” - I 
thought this a poetic way 
of relating that after a sud- 
den FBI raid, a drug ad- 
dict was sent to the federal 
hospital in Lexington, Ken- 
tucky, for “the cure.” The 
scholar-poet shuns enrichments 
from the vernacular and pre- 
fers to graze daintily on myth- 
ology and the works of dead 
poets, feeling, doubtless, that 
he would rather have his verse 
stilted than stultified. 


The process of educating the 
public to the new poetry must 
be painstaking and it is not 
aided by deliberate obscurity. 
We might observe, viewing the 
local scene, that. more active 
participation by faculty mem- 
bers of this area’s colleges 
with poetry groups would 
bring modern verse closer to 
many part-time poets and 
bring the-professors closer to 
life as lived. 

* * * 


HERE are in St. Louis at 
T least three poetry groups 

that in recent years have 
covered at their meetings a 
surprising range of poetry, old 
and new. Perhaps the most 
rewarding co-operation has 
been by. the faculty members 
of the Southern Illinois Uni- 
versity. Annually three or 
four teachers from this uni- 


. versity come to St. Louis and 


conduct a meeting for one of 
the local poetry groups. The 
teachers criticize verse turned 
in by members, and some of 
them read their own verse 


,,, 40 the members. 


These professors have been 
gracious in making the trip 
and serving as consultants 
without fee, but in the long 
run perhaps they are helping 
themselves, too, by getting 
away from the campus and 


‘ conferring for an afternoon 
=» with our local poets from all 


walks of life. 

All of which can only be 
concluded by stating that poet- 
ry is not an end in itself. It 
is as much a service to man- 
kind as mathematics. In the 
last 50 years there has been a 
Steady increase in the output 
of excellent verse in America, 
yet the apathy of the public 
to verse of high quality seems 
to have progressed in reverse 
proportion. It is the duty of 
poets to enlarge their audi- 
ence, not for their own sakes, 
but so that poetry can be of 
maximum service in the en- 
lightenment and delight of 
man.

N a cool fall day in 1886 
0 (beaver hats were selling 

here for $1.95) an ama- 
teur holdup man began writ- 
ing letters to St. Louis news- 
papers. He proposed to prove 
that he, and not a young rail- 
road messenger arrested by 
the Pinkertons, had robbed a 
St. Louis-San Francisco ex- 
press of $10,000. He inclosed 
rifled express sacks to make 
his point. 


At first the press, including 
the Post-Dispatch, did not take 
the letters too seriously. Later 
the writer became known as 
the “Terrible” Fred Wittrock. 
Yet this was his only bit of 
banditry.. He proved his ama- 
teur standing as’ a bad man, 
not only by trying to free an 
innocent man, but by continu- 
ing letters to the editor which 


eventually led to his arrest. 
The moral here is uncertain. 
Wittrock, as Messrs. Horan 
and Sann state in their elabo- 
rate “Pictorial History of the 
Wild West,” had spent too 
much time in his small St. 
Louis store reading about 
Jesse James and other heroes 
of banditry, gunnery and out- 
lawry. Many of the West’s 
folk heroes were not so open 
to admiration a8 legend makes 
out. Few would look present- 
able on a television serial. 


“The truth is,” the authors 
say, “they were mostly illiter- 
ates> sometimes morons. ... 
None of them was a Robin 
Hood, All of them spent their 
money for wine, women and 
song, and there is no evidence 
that any of them gave a cent 
to a weeping widow.” 

If this seems a sad story for 
Western fans, still the authors 
found it worth while to write 
the account. Any disillusion- 
ment should be compensated 
by the wealth of unusual Wild 
West pictures. The West was 
wild enough, certainly.

HE core of Hamilton Bas- 
T so’s long and entertaining 
novel is the dilemma. of 
the man approaching middle 
age who revisits his home 
town after having achieved 
success and financial security 
in New York. Although it is a 
theme that has been used by 
many writers, Mr. Basso’s An- 
son Page is perhaps the most 
appealing or interesting of 
these pilgrims into a remem- 
bered and nostalgic past. He 
came to New York from a 
Southern coastal city, named 
somewhat fantastically “Pom- 
pey’s Head,” where the aristo- 
cratie traditions of ancestor 
worship and the strict division 
of the various classes had not 
altered since the Civil War, 
The event that sent Anson 
back to Pompey’s Head after 
15 years’ absence was by no 
means trivial. The publisher 
with whom his law firm was 
connected had received a let- 
ter from the wife of their 
most distinguished novelist, 
Garvin Wales, claiming that 
the editor, once his best friend 
and the man who had been 
responsible for his success, 
had ovei~ many years stolen 
$20,000 of the writer's royal- 
ties. The editor had died, 
Wales had lost his eyesight, 
and all of his affairs were in 
his wife’s hands.

They can wet 
and weep and coo and sleep and 
there is one that can even blow 
its own nose. 

Most talking dolls talk only as 
long as one turns a crank, which 
may possibly serve to discourage 
too much doll talk, but there is 
one, called Winnie, who is not 
likely to be discouraged by any- 
thing. When she has been wound 
up, Winnie walks right up to you, 
looks you in the eye, and an- 
nounces that she can walk and 
talk and sing. And by golly she 
does.

UT perhaps the most realistic 
Be all is a new baby doll which 

hit the doll departments this 
year. It lies on its back, its arms 
and legs up as infants sometimes 
like to do. If you take hold of 
a leg or an arm and move it, the 
other legs and arms move too, 
its body wiggles and its head 
rolls from side to side. 

Perhaps the most useless ac- 
complishment to date is that pos- 
essed by another new doll. It 
can close either eye, independ- 
ently of the other. 

While the doll still looms large 
in the Christmas toy picture, it is 
getting some stiff competitition 
this year from the pots and pans. 
The heavy hand of the huckster 
has been at work in this field, 
and it is probably the first time 
in history that nationally adver- 


tised products have been sold as 
toys.

They’ve provided for that 
too. Another kit contains sink 
cleanser, wall and ‘woodwork 
cleaner, sponges, soap, etc., all 
miniature packages of widely- 
known brands. It has been sug- 
gested that when your midget 
coolie gets through working 
around the house, it might prove 
profitable to send her out to 
the neighbors, the domestic help 
problem being what it is. 

The do-it-yourself idea, which 
is probably the _ outstanding 
trend in toys this year, has been 
extended even to toys that you 
play with, as opposed to toys 
which promote household drudg- 
ery. These toy people are not 
foolish. Why should they put a 
battleship together when they 
can throw all the pieces in a 
box, label it “do-it-yourself” and 
sell it, according to one toy de- 
partment head, for more money 
than they used to get for the 
assembled product? 

Automobiles, airplanes, loco- 
motives, racing cars, all come 
in pieces, ready to be assembled, 
and it’s the theory of the manu- 
facturers that there is as much 
fun in putting them together 
as there is in playing with them. 

Even the doll house and its 
furniture comes in pieces. 
Once you have built the house, 
then you can go to work on the 
furniture. And one kit even in- 
cludes paint and brushes so that 
you can paint the inside of the

Quail Hunt on Brisk FUN WITH YOUR CHILDREN 


Autumn Afternoon 


By Leonard Hall 
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E came home to Possum Trot last week in time to bake 
the Thanksgiving turkey, but our stay was all too short. 
Just long enough, indeed, to saddle the mares for a 
round of the fields with Matt to inspect the cows and calves, 

to move some of them in 
nearer to the barns and, 
on the last afternoon, to 
make a short round with 
Mike and Tiger in search 
of quail. Then before we 
were really ready, the time 
had come to pack the car 
again and take to the road 
for the second leg of our 
trip for the Audubon So- 
ciety. 

The hunting season is a 
sorry time to be away from 
Missouri and yet, this sea- 
son, it is perhaps just as 
well. Our third -year of 
drouth has left the- bob- 
white population sadly de- 
pleted, while those birds 
which do remain have 
largely taken to the tim- 
bered hills. Here they 
have a better chance for survival through the winter than 
out in the fields which have been largely stripped of food 
and cover by grazing cattle. Moreover, from every observa- 
tion we made during the hatching season, the coveys must 
be few and far between. Therefore we need all our birds to 
help repopulate the range again when the drouth ends and 
the weather turns more favorable. 

Our chief regret is that this dearth of game, plus our 
being away, makes it impossible to get young Tiger off to a 
good start. We'd hoped to have one good season during 
which to hunt him with old Mike, so that the pup might 
absorb experience from the veteran. , 
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Never have we seen a youngster develop more 
promisingly—and this is doubtless due to the fact 
he is out in the fields with us or with Matt day 
after day, even when we aren’t hunting. Miles of 
running and hours of exercise are developing him 
inte a powerful, hard-going dog. Constant contact 
with game of one kind or another helps whet a 
hunting instinct which is natural to begin with. A 
keen nose and a desire to please us indicate that 
the pup will be easy to train.

@ ON THE ONE AFTERNOON we spent afield, a brisk 
wind had driven away. the clouds which had hung over the 
valley during most of our time at home. The air was clear 
and the bright November sun turned the fields of barley 
and Wheat to emerald green. Shadows at this season grow 
long in early afternoon because the sun is traveling closer 
to the horizon than in summer. Cedar trees at the edge of 
the mountain stand out sharply against the dark brown of 
the oaks. Along the creek, the bark of towering sycamores 
is almost startlingly white. The strong wind doesn’t make 
for good scenting conditions and even the songbirds stay 
close in the shelter of south slopes and dense thickets. Now 
and then we'd see a band of starlings being driven along 
like leaves in a gale—or a pair of crows beating slowly up- 
wind on their way home to roost.

Either from natural instinct or from taking a 

leaf out of old Mike’s book, the Irish setter pup 

sweeps out wide and quarters back and forth across 

the fields like a veteran. Now and then he comes 

swinging in close enough to make sure we're still 

with him. He checks for a junco or field sparrow 

—*stink birds” I’ve heard old quail hunters call 

them. A meadow lark, of which there are many in 

the bottom fields, is worth a solid if momentary 

point—while a rabbit rates a short chase. Already, 

however, as if he’d learned his lesson from Mike, 

the pup Seems to realize that cottontails are not to 

be considered serious game by a bird dog. 
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@ AWAY UP IN THE BACK FIELDS at the edge of the 
mountain, Mike found a small covey which flushed wild— 
yards ahead of him—out of a dense clump of foxtail grass. 
They sailed hard for the timber, half-way up the ridge. 
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But when careful search in the neighborhood revealed no 
more birds, indicating this was the entire covey, we didn’t 
follow them up. I'd counted only six birds, which is hardly 
more than enough to make it through until spring. The 
next bunch was even smaller, with only five birds, and on 
these Tiger did himself proud, holding them solid while I 
came up from 50 yards or more away. But again it seemed 
that if we wanted to “save seed” for another season, we 
could hardly afford to take any birds from this bunch.

On the way home we came by the Big Pond, 
where Matt reported there had been almost: no 
ducks during our absence. This time, however, 
Tiger went over the dam and into the water with 
a tremendous splash. The cause of his enthusiasm 
was apparent when a big drake mallard jumped 
almost straight into the air and made the mistake 
of swinging out over my head. He wasn’t more than 
20 yards out, so that even my cylinder-bored 20- 
gauge had uo difficulty bringing him to bag.

Out 
at the edge of the horse lot, not more than 100 yards from 
the house, old Mike came down on point.

CHAPTER ONE 


A RE YOU HAVING fun with your children? 


Is the answer 


no in some instances and yes in others? Naturally the rearing 
of children would be a more pleasant experience if it were 
fun for both you and your child most of the time. 


You have already learned that 
parenthood is a heavy responsi- 
bility. Being responsible for the 
physical and social growth of a 
child from infancy to adulthood 
is no easy task, but a long career 
with many ups and downs, 


However, if fun is interwoven 
with the duties, the chances are 
more certain that your child will 
develop into a happy, well- 
adjusted personality. He will be 
better prepared to cope with his 
very complex problems of grow- 
ing up. 

“Sure!” you say. “It’s easy for 
‘Miss Frances’ to talk about hav- 
ing fun with children. She talks 
with them for a half hour on 
television—but I have to take 
care of them in person all the 
rest of the day.” 


I understand how you feel. I 
know what it means to live with 
children day in and day out. In 
my 24 years of teaching, study- 
ing and living with children I 
have become convinced that 
having fun with them by doing 
things together is the best way 
to guide them through their 
formative yéars. 

What ) it mean to “have 
fun,” and what kind of situa- 
tions contribute to it? 
have your own idea, just as I 
have mine. For me fun some- 
times comes from doing a job— 
as in mixing the batter for a 
cake or sewing the seams of a 
dress. At other times it is the 
finished job which brings me 
fun, 

. Your child may have fun tak- 
ing a bath, feeding his puppy, 
helping Mother make the bed, 
watching Daddy shave, putting 
on a snow suit, or having a hair- 
cut, Do you, as his parent, en- 
joy these experiences with him? 

Perhaps you are asking, “How 
can these ,experiences be fun 
for the payent?” 

Surely-éach parent likes to see 
his happy. Where happy 
relati ps are maintained, 
where there is a genuine sense 
of humor and where comfortable 
understanding is present, there 
is fun for parents and their 
children. 

Let’s take some of the events 
of the day and talk about-them 
and see how they can be made 
happy experiences. 

When you wake up in the 
morning, your youngest child is 
almost always already awake. Is 
your first greeting a happy one, 
or do you show that you are 
put out because he made a noise 
that woke you up? Even when

HEN a family is a team, 
most problems are not too 
great to be solved, no hard- 
ships too difficult to overcome. 
What are the ingredients that 
can be mixed well to get true 
co-operation, not the surface 
kind?

“It would be visible farther 
but we’re limited by the curva- 
ture of the earth,” a bank offi- 
cial said, and he seemed rather 
put out that the curvature of 
the earth would go around lim- 
iting things in Dallas like that. 

“See marble from Spain, Italy 
and France,” the man Said on 
the telephone time service, to 
some 50,000 persons a day who 
called up to see what time it 
was. “See a drive-in bank de- 
signed for a city on wheels.” 
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ELL, folks flocked in from 
W all over the country to see 

just what kind of bank it 
was that Bank President Fred 
Farrel Florence had here. Thou- 
sands of invitations went out and 
Dallas hotels were sold out as 
business men, bankers and dig- 
nitaries of all sorts came Visit- 
ing. They took the guided tour 
and they marveled. 

Escalators whisked them up 
to the main bank lobby on the 
second floor, a gigantic, 287-foot 
area—this is 13 feet shorter 
than a football field, a publicity 
gentleman pointed out but we 
felt this negative viewpoint was 
inadvertent. Hosts were in pro- 
fusion and so were flowers and 
pretty girl guides. Signs on 
the vast expanse of balcony said 
“Please Do Not Touch the Gold 
Leaf.” There were more than 
3000 square feet of gold leaf. 
Why do we keep coming back 
to that gold leaf? 

“The cafeteria has a refriger- 
ated garbage’ room,” a banker 
said proudly. 

The bank was filled with agog 
observers from the first of the 
week right on, but if anybody 
thought this was just going to 
be another bank tour they were 
in for a goodly helping of aston- 
ishment. Receptions and lunch- 
eons and buffet events awaited 
on all sides. The pace was in- 
creasing to a canter. The gallop 
came later. i 

There was one dandy little 
buffet affair Tuesday night, for 
instance, for some 4500 folks. 

If anyone in the audience is 
planning a Texas-type buffet, 
we have here the menu: 

Two tons of prime roast beef, 
one and a quarter tons of white 
meat from turkeys (Texas bronze 
turkeys), a half-ton of ham, 200 
pounds of assorted cheeses, 50 
crates of lettuce, tomatoes and 
celery and 300 gallons of coffee. 
Garnish with enough leg of 
lamb, au gra potatoes, lima 
beans, jello, ambrosia and bread 
to go around. 

Cookies were in the shape of 
the Republic National Bank 
building, although smaller, and 
ice cream was molded into the

“Intelligent showmanship is a 
great asset in banking,” Karl 
Hoblitzelle had told us the pre- 
vious day. The courtly, 75-year- 
old chairman of the board of 
Republic National knows about 
showmanship. Hoblitzelle, a na- 
tive St. Louisan, is a financier, 
agriculturist and philanthropist 
and, for a long time now, a 
theater man. He szid: “You 
want to present your story to 
the public in the most interest- 
ing way—capture the imagina- 
tion.” 


He leaned back in his chair in 
the bank lobby and said: “I’ve 
gotten a great kick out of this.” 

Hoblitzelle’s grandfather was 
Col. George Knapp, founder and 
publisher of the Old Missouri 
Republican, later the St. Louis 
Republic which was absorbed by 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 

Karl Hoblitzelle’s first St. 
Louis job, after raising vege- 
tables and chickens, was a $5- 
per-week office-boy position at 
the World’s Fair. Three years 
later, at only 23, he was the man 
in charge of operations in taking 
down the huge exposition. He 
had saved $2500, formed the In- 
terstate Amusement Co., with 
his brother, George, and in 1905 
opened theaters in Dallas, Fort 
Worth, Waco and San Antonio. 

In 1929 he sold his theaters to 
RKO Studios and “retired.” But 
soon he was back again as owner 
of Interstate. So, as a combina- 
tion banker and theatrical man 
he eyes with admitted delight 
the atmosphere of warmth and 
hospitality in the new bank 
building. He doesn't think banks 
should be stuffy anyhow.

OTTAWA, Canada, Dec. 4— 


Ever hear of the Crowsnest Pass 
freight rates? 

Well you'd hear plenty about 
them in the months ahead if you 
were a Canadian. They’re go- 
ing to be a major political issue 
in this Dominion. 

Chief Justice Sloan of Briitsh 
Columbia, arbitrator in a dis- 
pute between railways and non- 
operative unions which had 
come to the verge of a strike, 
has thrust ‘them into the lime- 
light. 

Sloan gave the men about a 
tenth of what they asked. The 
railways couldn’t.afford to pay 
more, he found, because of 
Crowsnest Pass freight rates 
fixed at a level set in 1899 with 
a view to giving Western Cana- 
dian grain growers cheap trans- 
portation for their grain. 

Something over 40 per cent 
of Canadian railway traffic con- 
sists of grain. About 75 per 
cent of the grain traffic moves 
at the -legally non-boostable 
Crowsnest Pass freight rates. 

So, when the railways need 
more money they may boost 
rates on anything else but west- 
ern grain and, Sloan says, that’s 
what they've been doing. Ship- 
pers of other products have 
finally been driven to take their | 
business to the motor trucks. 

Where Rate Got Name. 

Crowsnest Pass through the 
Rocky mountains gave the 
freight rates their name. 

Before the turn of the cen- 
tury the Canadian Pacific wanted 
to build a line through the pass 
but lacked money. It appealed | 
to the government for a sub- | 
pidy. 

Interested in settling the | 
Canadian prairie which promised | 
to and has become one of the 
world’s richest wheat-growing 
areas, the government made a 
deal. In return for the subsidy 
the Canadian Pacific agreed to 
carry grain out of the prairies 
at a low rate. Since then par- | 
liament has passed a law also 
imposing the Crowsnest rates on 
the Canadian National, Canada’s , 
other big railway system.

The country is growing and 
prosperous but the railways, 
though they carry more traffic 
each year, are earning less. 
They are losing freight on 
which they can charge higher 
rates to the trucks but they are 
barred by law from increasing 
rates on grain, the freight they 
can’t lose. 

A royal commission reported 
on the state of the railways 
three years ago after an ex- 
haustive investigation. It rec- 
ommended a write-down of debt 
on the government-owned Cana- 
dian National system and a 
modest subsidy for both major 
railway systems. It proposed 
no change in the Crowsnest 
rates. 

Prime Minister St. Laurent 
probably will set up another 
royal commission to look at 
these rates before he does any- 
thing about Sloan’s finding.

EREE BERLIN COLLEGE 


It Now Has Enroliment of | 


Nearly 7000, Including 
2400 East Germans. 


BERLIN, Dec. 4 (AP) — The 
Free University of Berlin— 
founded with American help as 
a-protest against Communist 
suppression in education—start- 
ed its seventh year today. 

It let the birthday pass with- 
out a party because, in the words 
of one official, the university is 
still too young. 

“For a university,” he says, 
“the passing of six years is no 
time at all, We must first build 
our traditions.” 

The Free University was 
rounded in the days of the So- 
viet blockade of Berlin. It opened 
its doors, primarily as a refuge 


for non-Communist students and ° 
professors from the Russian | 


zone, on Dec. 4, 1948.

Berlin and East Germany. 

Its founding represented a 
break from the old University of 
Berlin, which had been reopened 
under Communist control after 
World War II. 

From the start the East Zone 
education administration sought 
to limit admissions to students 
adhering to Communist doctrine 
and to pack its faculty with 
party line professors. 

In the ensuing months, the 
Education Ministry applied in- 
creasingly suppressive measures 
until, in May 1948, the non- 
Communist parties in the Berlin 
city council decided to establish 
the Free University in the 
American sector. At the time, 
the city had not yet been split 
into East and West and was gov- 
erned by one city council. 

The university receives most 
of its support from the West 
Berlin city government; which 
underwrites 65 per cent of the 
costs. The United States High 
Commission pays for another 15 
per cent, and the remaining 20 
per cent is raised through stu- 
dent fees. 

The largest American con- 
tribution came from the Ford 
Foundation in 1951. The foun- 
dation donated $1,309,500 for 
a large library and lecture hall 
and later increased the sum by 
$125,000. The buildings were 
completed last summer. Other 
American organizations and in- 
dividuals made lesser donations 
of money and some provided 
books and even clothing for 
students. 

The university’s fecilities are 
scattered in the suburban Dah- 
lem district in the American 
sector, although the main build- 
ings are clustered within a few 
blocks of American headquar- 
ters. 

Courses lead to degrees in 
medicine, veterinary medicine, 
law, economics, social sciences, 

Jtheral arts and natural sciences.

Dr. Grzimek, who has rebuilt 
Frankfurt’s war-damaged zoo to 
one of the best in Europe, came 
back recently from a six-month 
trek in Africa. 

He says he was particularly im- 
pressed with the Congo wildlife 
preserves, established by the Bel- 
gian government, which even sci- 
entists must get special permis- 
sion to enter. 

“These safeguard areas will 
delay extermination, but in the 
long run it is inevitable,” he told 
an interviewer. “Mankind is def- 
initely pushing such traditional 
African denizens as the lion, ele- 
phant and gorilla into oblivion. 

“For centuries, Africa’s human 
population was at a fairly stable 
level, because of diséase and tri- 
bal wars. With modern times, 
this is no longer the case. “A 
sensational population increase is 
under way.” 

Dr. Grzimek says that people, 
in trying to domesticate wild ani- 
mals, “usually make the great 
mistake of imagining they will 
react like human beings.” 

“Wild animals—in their own 
environment—almost never at- 
tack a man. It is well known 
among zoo keepers that a lion 
brought up by a human family 
is much more dangerous than 
one captured in Africa. The 
lion that grew up among hu- 
man beings regards them as his 
natural companions and will 
turn on them with the same fe- 
rocity he would display toward 
another lion.

side, hours on end? I don't 
know the answer, but a Danish 
colleague, who spent 10 years in 
4Greenland, has written that they 
‘ado the same thing when free. 
. “We keep the deer in the 
‘Frankfurt Zoo behind a low 
‘fence, which they could easily 
jump over but never do. They 
regard their grazing ground as 
their home and if a man tried 
to go through the fence, they 
will attack the intruder.” 

Mating, Dr. Grzimek believes, 
4s the remedy for animals which 
find zoo life too grim. 

I once had a rhinoceros who 
suddenly began pacing a figure 
eight in his cage. We got him 
‘a female and he quieted im- 
‘mediately.”

To Show ‘Smear’ by G.0.P. 


Blown-Up Reproductions of Campaign Ma- 
terials Containing Bitter Charges 
‘Are Included.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 4—An 
exhibit of some of the choicest 
mud thrown at Democrats in 
the November election campaign 
has been prepared by the Demo- 
cratic National Committee as 
possible ammunition on Capitol 
Hill when Congress reconvenes 
next month. 

The exhibit, put on display 
for the first time at the national 
committee meeting in New Or- 
leans. this weekend, will be 
brought to Washington shortly 
for the edification of newspaper 
correspondents, and others in- 
terested in such matters, at a 
special showing. 

Democrats, still smarting over 
what they consider “smear” at- 
tacks by ‘Republicans during 
the oe are ex the 


a 

investigation into the assorted 
charges of “twenty years of 
treason,” “crime, corruption and 
communism” and “Democratic 
warmongering” which marked 
electioneering in some locales. 

Prepared for an Inquiry.. 

If there is an inquiry, the 
exhibit undoubtedly will be 
used in an effort to show that 
Republicans’ used unfair cam- 
paign techniques. 

Principal targets of such an 
investigation probably would be 
Vice, President Richard M. Nix- 
on, for being the chief Republi- 
can campaigner, and G.O.P. Na- 
tional Chairman Leonard W. Hall, 
for allowing the campaign, ac- 
cording to Democrats, to take a 
turn through back alleys. 

The exhibit, suitable for tour- 
ing, consists of a set of 10 large 
posters showing blown-up pho- 
tostats and reproductions of 
newspaper advertisements, leaf- 
lets, pamphlets, posters and 
quoted statements of Republican 
leaders. 

The material, gathered by 
Democratic party workers in 
about 12 key states, attempts to 
prove two main points: 

1. That Republicans in many 
areas linked their Democratic 
opponents with Communism, 
accused them of creating false 


y prosperity through war, and 


with graft and corruption in 
government, ; 

2. That the attacks were en- 
couraged, if not directly spon- 
sored and co-ordinated, by the 
top Republican leadership. 
The exhibit makes a prelimin- 
ary effort to show that some 
material used against Demo- 
crats in widely separated 
states was identical. 


The race in Illinois, where 
Senator Paul H. ‘Douglas (Dem.) 
defeated his Republican oppon- 
ent, Joseph T. Meek, is featured 
on one card in the display. 

Entitled “The Final Week in 
Illinois,” the, poster shows a 
newspaper ad purchased by the 
Kane County Central Commit- 
tee, Roy J. Solfisburg, chairman. 

Totals U.S. Casualties. 

The ad totaled up American 
casualties in World Wars I and 
II and the Korean action, then 
asked: “Do you want war, tur- 
moil and Communism or peace 
and stability?” Democrats con- 
tend the casualty totals drew 
the unfair inference that three 
Democratic Administrations 
were solely responsible for three 
wars.

To Build Tube to Lincoln Tunnel

WEEHAWKEN, N.J., Dec. 4 
(AP)—Followers of men who 
braved injury, death and finan- 
cial ruin in pursuit of a dream 
are at work again in heavy air 
forced into the mud and silt un- 
der one of. America’s great 
rivers. 

They are pushing beneath 
tons of Hudson river water and 
holding back dangerous seeping 
earth to build a giant new tube 
to the Lincoln tunnel linking 
midtown New York City and 
New: Jersey. 

It’s nothing new now, this 
tunneling under rivers. Millions 
of motorists today hardly give 
it a thought as they drive with 
ease through the present tun- 
nels en route to or. from Man- 
hattan. 

But the genius of many men 
and the lives of many workers 
went into the know-how that 
makes it possible to tunnel un- 
der a mile-wide river like the 
historic Hudson. 

These fabulous underwater 
highways are responsible in 

Warge measure for the rapid 
growth of the New York metro- 
politan area. And this growth 
has spelled the need for the lat- 
est engineering feat, a $100,000,- 
000 project that already has 
been two years in planning and | 
which will not be completed un- 
til 1957. 

The first tunnel under the 
Hudson river, completed in 1904, 
took almost 30 years and saw 
the financial collapse of two 
construction. firms. 


Began in November. 


The Port of New York Author- 
ity, a mammoth New York-New 
Jersey agency which operates 
major port facilities, is footing 
the bill for the new tube. Its 
major construction started early 
last month, when a huge steel 
shield, like a giant can, 18 feet 
long and 31.2 feet around, 
weighing 240 tons, started a for- 
ward push under the Hudson 
river.

The compressed air theory is 
that water can be kept out of | 
an underwater tunnel by suffi-| 
cient air of greater pressure. 
The theory was fine, but the 
practical problems were legion. | 

The first major underwater 
tunnel constructed with the aid | 
of compressed air was started | 
by a wealthy western railroader, | 
De Witt Clinton Haskins, who. 
got the idea of putting a rail-'| 
road tunnel under the Hudson. | 


Spectacular Accidents. 


As its use was perfected there | 
Were spectacular accidents, a 
new occupational disease was 
born and new labor laws had to 
be passed. 

The “blowout” is one of the | 


most serious hazards of com-| 


pressed air work. It occurs when 
a weak spot develops in the 
mud layer around the tunnel or 
in the tunnel excavation itself, 
The compressed air rushes 
through and escapes in great 
bubbles to the surface above. 
The tunnel can cave in or be 
flooded. 

The worst accident in under- 
water turnel history occurred 
about 1880 when just such a 


blow occurred during the early 
construction of the Hudson river 
tunnel now used by the Hudson 
and Manhattan railroad. Eight 
men escaped to an air lock as 
water poured into the excava- 
tion, but 20 others were killed. 
The accident served to drama- 
tize the plight of the sandhog. 


When a British fism came 
along eight years later to take 
up the Hudson tunnel project 
when Haskins ran out of funds, 
its superintendent, E. W. Moir, 
“had died 
at the rate of 25 per cent per 
annum and nobody seemed to 
care anything about it.” 

Many deaths were due to a 
unique illness known popularly 
as the “bends” and later termed 
“caisson disease.” 


Medical experts explain that

Struck in Holland Tunnel. 

In the Holland tunnel, com- 
pleted in 1927 at a cost of $50,-

in the first four months. of 1924. |

The Holland tunnel sandhogs 
received an average of $8.50 a 
day. The present Lincoln tun- 
nel tube workmen earn about 
$29 a day. 

The first two tubes of the 
Lincoln tunnel, constructed in 
1934 and 1937, ‘took seven lives, 
five of them in one blasting 
mishap. 

The Brooklyn-Battery tunnel, 
opened in 1950 as the latest Man- 
hattan underwater project, had 


eight deaths from construction | 


accidents. 

Two of the strangest accidents 
of underwater construction oc- 
curred on two East river tunnels 
in New York. 

The first was in 1905 during 
the tunneling of a section of the 

klyn extension of New 
York's first subway. An expert 
tunnel man, Richard Creegan, 
noticed a leak in the mud ahead 
of the shield and rushed to plug 
it with a bag of hay kept handy 
for such emergencies. 

He got one bag in and started 
stuffing in cnother when a sud- 
den rush of air blew him up 
into the river mud. Before other 
workers could reach him, Cre 
gan was pushed through five 
feet of mud and 15 feet of 
water to the surface of the 
river, where surprised Long- 
shoremen rescued him. 

Squeezed Through Mud. | 

It happened again in 1916 on. 
construction of other subway | 
tubes under the East river. This 
time three men were involved, 
and two of them were killed. 

The only survivor was Mar- 
shall Mabey, who had been in 
the forefront of the digging and 
tried to stop the leak. He told 
the New York Times in an in- 
terview later: 

“As I struck the mud, It felt 
as if something was squeezing 
me tighter than I'd ever been 
squeezed. I was smothered and 
I guess I lost consciousness. 
They told me I was thrown 
about 25 feet above the water

SAN ANTONIO, TEX. 


The rich history of the mod- 
ern metropolis of San Antonio 
has, in many cases, been pre- 
served in a concrete and artistic 
form. For example, it was on 
the banks of a crazily winding 
river, termed by the Indians 
“Drunken old-man-going-home- 
at-night,” that the first settle- 
ment of San Antonio began.

While the above are imports, 
there are exports, too. Outgoing 
cargo includes phosphate for 
nearly every country in the 
world; and hundred of cattle, 
breeding stock for the ranches 
of Central and South America, 
canned citrus, and cigars. Yes, 
Tampa is the world’s leading 
city in the manufacture of ci- 
gars.

Tourist With a Camera. |

The words “duty-free’ and 
“in-tond” describe several new- 
ly opened shops in Jamaica 
which enable mainland _ visitors 
to save from 40 per cent to 60 
per cent on their purchases of 
imported merchandise and lig- 
uors. 


“Duty-free” means that the 
new shops sell articles on which 
the Jamaica Government col- 
lects no import duty or tax. 
Thus tourists save a great deal 
on purchases of the finest im- 
ports and, at the same time, the 
money they spend increases the 
dollar earnings of the island 
and helps to pay for its neces- 
sary imports from the North 
American mainland.

UB-STANDARD housing problems, usually 

S associated with slum-burdened big cities, 

also confront small towns. In most rural 
communities both financing and construction 
facilities are lacking to produce decent low- 
income private housing for sale or for rent. 
As a result there is a shortage of decent hous- 
ing within the means of all the residents. 

In an effort to solve the rural non-farm 
housing problem through public housing, two 
experimental low-rent projects have been com- 
pleted in Calhoun County, Illinois, by the 
county housing authority. They are the first 
single-family dwelling projects in the country 
built under the federal public housing program. 

One of the projects, totaling 22 houses, is 
at Hardin, about 65 miles north of St. Louis; 
the other, 12 homes, is at Kampsville, 10 miles 
farther north. The buildings are unique in 
public housing in that they are prefabricated 
structures. They range from two to four bed-

HE UNITED STATES’ long domination of 
the Olympics may end in 1956 when the 
games are held in Melbourne, AuStralia. 
Russia hopes to terminate the supremacy held 
by America since revival of the.Olympics in 
1896. On the basis of Soviet track and field 
performances this year, the Russians’ expec- 
tations likely will be fulfilled. 
31 new world records established in 
1954 by men—the most ever made in one sea- 
son—Russians set eight, one more than the 
number set by Americans. Czechoslovakia 
had six, Australia and Great Britain three 
each; the remaining four went to Norway, Fin- 
land, Hungary and Denmark. 

Officially, no country “wins” the Olym- 
pics, as only individual winners are recog- 
nized. But unofficially, points are credited for 
the first six places in each event, with the 
country piling up the greatest number of points 
winning the mythical championship. With its 
present crop of world champions and man 
others good enough to place in their ianaak 
ties, Russia could carry off the unofficial title. 
Husky Soviet women are expected to con- 
tribute heavily by sweeping the field events. 

After the 1952 Olympics, in which it com- 
peted for the first time and placed second to 
the United States, the Soviet Union launched 
a four-year athletic program designed to deé- 


velop topnotch athletes in all sports and par- 
ticularly in track and field. That the program 
has been eminently successful in its first two 
years is evident in the way Russia has mopped 
up in international competition this year. The 
track and field records rg for themselves 
and voice a warning to the United States. 
Despite a widely held opinion that Russia 
subsidizes its athletes, Avery Brundage of Chi- 
cago, president of the International Olympic 
Committee, said he believes the U.S.S.R. 
abides by amateur rules. He looked into the 
matter during a three-week tour of Russia last 


summer. According to some sources, because 


Russians do make heroes of their athletes, it 
is possible the biggest stars receive favors 
and preferential treatment from the state, al- 
though they are not actually subsidized. 

n Russia, millions of young men and 
women, in and out of school, engage in sports. 
There are running tracks, playing fields and 
gymnasiums at almost every factory. Coach- 
ing and facilities are excellent, even by West- 
ern standards, and training is carried on the 
year-round. With a tremendous army of 
sturdy, well-trained and determined athletes 
to draw from, Russia undoubtedly will send 
a latge, strong team to Melbourne—a team 
quite capable of reaching Russia's goal of 
world supremacy in sports.

“Please send me some things ‘for 
Christmas. My daddy is dead and my 
mommy has cancer.” The pathetic plea 
was followed by a little girl's scrawled 
name and address. 

The next day, the sympathetic young 
man and his wife made the rounds of 
their neighbors and collected money, 
toys and clothing which they mailed to 
the unfortunate girl. Not until much 
later did they learn the truth. The 
“tittle girl” was really a petty chiseler 
who had written countless notes, some-

But by no means is it the only Christ- 
mas swindle. The shocking truth is that 
there are more kinds of Yuletide gyps 
than there are ornaments on your 
Christmas tree. 

And the seasonal swindlers are get- 
ting ready for another profitable Yule. 
Christmas, they know, is the time of 
easy pickings—the time when your 
heart (and your pocketbook) are most 
readily touched. Each holiday season, 
they drain millions of dollars from 
gullible persons all over the U.S. 

Understand, I'm not talking about 
are honest, reliable and give you full 
value in goods and services for moncy 
received. They have established busi- 
nesses, not fly-by-night operations. But 
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Housewife pays ‘‘charges,"’ 


on the fringes of the business commu- 
nity—and strongly .opposed by legiti- 
mate business—are a shadowy group of 
hardhearted men and women who pian 
to have a Merry Christmas—with you 
playing Santa Claus. 

Let me identify some of them: 


Gift ‘Bargains’ 

IRST COME the practitioners of the 
“bargain Christmas gift” racket, 
which has many variatiohs. 

Often it’s a slick salesman who ap- 
proaches you on the street, in a bar or 
in the office and offers imported cigars 
at a ridiculously low rate. Try one, he 
urges. You do; you agree it’s a fine 
smoke and buy several boxes for pres- 


ents. But on Christmas morning, your | 


friends find them the vilest cigars they 


ever smoked. Of course, the cigars you. 


got were inferior to the sample. 
Or it’s a fellow who has a few cases

Phony appeals spring up like mush- 
rooms after a spring rain, during the 
Christmas season. The note-on-the-tree 
scheme is just one. Here are a few 
others: 

Beware the unordered merchandise 
racket. Just about now, the quick- 
money boys begin flooding the mails 
with all sorts of gadgets and trinkets. 
You may receive Christmas cards, a 
fountain pen, neckties, earrings or a 
billfold, accompanied by a plea to help 
widows and orphans. The idea is to 
pluck simultaneously on your heart- 


strings and pursestrings. Needless to 
say, if the charity exists at all, it is 
highly suspect. 

Af you get such doodads in the mail, 


‘here’s something most people don’t 


realize: : 

If you didn’t order the stuff, you do 
not have to return it and you do not 
have to pay for it—unless, of course, 
you use it. But you must give it back if 
the shippers or their agents call for it 
within a “reasonable” time.

Lives Again 
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Walt Disney recreates him for TV

WPWEAR KILLER, Indian fighter, Congressman, 
Alamo hero—Tennessee’s Davy Crockett 
is back in buckskins again, Starting next 
Wednesday, his life story will unfold in three 
“hour-long filmed installments on Walt Disney's 
new ABC-TV show, Disneyland. 
Unlike many screen versions of U. S. history, 
the Crockett saga has been treated with con-. 
siderable respect for the truth. Disney research- 
ers spent a year and a half probing the half- 
century of Davy’s active life (1786-1836). 
Shooting the picture involved a crew of 35 and 
two baggage cars loaded with $350,000 worth 
of costumes and equipment, all moved bodily 
to the mountains where Crockett once hunted, 
fished and wrestled with Indian braves. Besides 
his leading actors, Disney hired 500 extras— 
including some whose grandparents had known 
Davy well. 
Biggest problems in keeping the story authen- 
tic were unexpected ones. The Great Smokies 
area, long combed by tourists, turned out to be 
almost devoid of Crockett-era props. Iron pots, 
guitars, saddles and long-barreled rifles had to 
be rushed in from Hollywood.

‘Papa’ Dionne’s 


Qwn Story 


Exclusive: the first talk with the quints’ father in five .years 


by JAMES R. CONANT 
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At Emilie's bier: surviving quints—Cecile, Marie, Yvonne, Annette—say farewell. 
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ONE OF THE BIG news stories of 1954 broke last August 6 
when a 20-year-old girl died in a convent near Ste. Agathe, 
Quebec. The girl's name was Emilie Dionne. Just hearing it 
reminded millions of the 1930s, when every activity of 
Emilie and her four sisters was front-page news. 

Emilie'’s sudden death under rather mysterious circum- 
stances—no, doctor was present, but it was reported she 
suffered epileptic seizures—tore a hole in the veil of secrecy 
that has surrounded the quintuplets for a decade. 

To learn something about these “lost” years, PARADE sent 
James R. Conant to Callander to talk to the quints’ father, 
Oliva Dionne. For the first time in five yeors, “Papa” Dionne 
agreed to see a newspaperman. Here is Conont's report. 


CALLANDER, ONTARIO. 

L1vA DIONNE ushered me into a little study 

off the long hall which runs the length of 

the first floor of the Dionnes’ home here. On 

the wall was an elaborate family tree, trac- 

ing the Dionne clan back to the early days of French 
Canada. 

Dionne was dressed informally in a sleeveless gray 
sweater and slacks. He looks all of his 51 years. He is 
a short, balding man, whose once-black hair now is 
heavily flecked with gray. 

We had talked only a few minutes before I realized 
that Dionne is a man who, in spite of a sudden leap 
to fame, never has learned to enjoy the limelight. He 
told me proudly how he still works the family farm 
with his 26-year-old son, Ernest. Their livestock con- 
sists of six cows and three horses. “It’s an honest living. 


You can get. more peace and quiet on the farm than . 


you can from appearing in the newspapers,” he said. 

Dionne has tried to pass this way of life on to his 
wealthy, famous daughters. “They milk the cows, 
several times every summer,” he said, “and there are 
some fields in the back where they can enjoy a slide 
on the hay wagon, if they want to. No one can see 
them there.” 

The girls’ father ducked and dodged direct ques- 
tions about their private life. For example, he simply 
brushed aside any discussion of the mystery surround- 
ing Emilie’s death. But I was able to get a feeling for 
the strange existence of this family which has lived, 
for the past 20 years, in the glare of newspaper head- 
lines and newsreel cameras. : 

Oliva Dionne was anxious to talk about the early 
years, for he still is bitter about them. The Ontario 
Government placed the girls in the Dafoe nursery 
(named for Dr. Allan Roy Dafoe, the country doctor 
who assisted at their birth), where they were kept 
alive under germ-free conditions which would have 
been impossible to maintain in a home. But the 
nursery—located across the street from the Dionne 
farmhouse—was so distasteful to Oliva and Elzire that 
they refused to attend the quints’ first birthday party 
there. Dionne told reporters at the time that he and his 
wife “didn’t consider this an honor, to be invited by 
pure strangers to visit our own children. . . .” 

Dionne took me on a tour of the remains of the 
exhibition yard where the quints, as youngsters, rode 
their tricycles every summer before the admiring eyes 
of half a million visitors. For its lumber, he is tearing 
down the horseshoe-shaped enclosure which surrounds 
the former play yard, now grown high with grass. At 
the entrance are a couple of rusting turnstiles. 

Dionne told me that the Ontario Government said 
it was taking over the quints to guard them from 
“exploitation,” but went on to exploit them itself as a | 
tourist attraction. He told me to stand in the play 
yard; then he disappeared behind the remaining panes 
of “one-way” glass which was supposed to leave: the 


quints unaware of the tourists. From where the quints 
would have been playing, | could plainly see the white 
of Dionne’s shirt-collar as he moved behind the misty 
glass. : 

“That one-way glass was just to fool the people, 
to make them think they weren't. bothering the chil- 
dren,” Dionne said. “We could see the whole thing 
from our house across the road. They put up a fence 
sO we couldn’t see, but we still could see, anyway— 
from the upstairs window of the farmhouse. The 
doctor and the nurses would drive the children ahead 
of them like sheep, from the nursery to the yard where 
the public watched them. It was like a circus. The 
girls will never forget that. How can they?” 

In 1944—10 years after their birth—Dionne won his 
long fight to regain custody over the quints, and the 
whole family (there are eight other Dionne children) 
moved into the new 20-room brick house. Around it 
Dionne built an 8-foot fence, topped with barbed 
wire. He kept a watchman on duty night and day while 
the girls were little for fear of kidnapers. 

He told me that the problem of bringing them back 
into the family circle was a tough one, at first. The 
public exhibitions were stopped, and the quints began 
a new life. To build their self-confidence they were 
allowed to go shopping in North Bay one or two at a 
time. And they began to dress differently. 

“The people in North Bay were wonderful,” Oliva 
Dionne told me, with feeling in his voice. “No one 
would ever stop them in the street and talk to them, 
or make them feel uncomfortable. The people of 
North Bay knew what these girls were going through. 
The public didn’t—it couldn't.” 

The quints have been trained to avoid reporters. 


They seem somewhat stiff in public appearances. 


They've frequently been called “shy.” In fact, I had 
been made to understand that it would be useless even 
to try to talk to any of them. 

“They are not so shy,” said their father sharply. 
“With their friends, they are not shy at all. They may 
be publicity-shy. But I would rather have them be that 
way than publicity-seeking.” 


Ways Begin to Part 
WO YEARS AGO, the quints left home to study at 
the Institut Familial in Nicolet, Quebec, a con- 
vent boarding school run by the same group of 
nuns which had taught them at home. Then, a year 
ago, they began to take separate ways. Cecile, Emilie 
and Annette spent another year at the convent. 
Yvonne moved on to Montreal to study art. And 
Marie entered a Quebec City convent with the in- 
tention of becoming a cloistered nun. Eight months 


later she left the convent for her Callander home, . 


“confused and homesick.” 

When I asked Oliva Dionne how he felt about this, 
he shrugged. “Marie came to me to ask my advice 
before she joined the convent,” he said. “I told her, 
if it was her wish, I would be glad for her to see how 
she liked it. But if she was not happy there, I told 
her to come home quick.” 

So Marie came home. Then, in August, came 
- Emilie’s death. How did this loss affect the remaining 
four quints? Oliva Dionne pointed to a brand-new 
gray Chevrolet coupe, an Easter present to the girls 
from their parents. The quints had been learning to 
drive the car, during their summer vacations—until 


Emilie died. “They didn’t feel like driving, after that,” 


said Oliva Dionne quietly. “No one has touched the 
coupe since then.”

“Well, they could hardly believe it, it came so 
suddenly,” their father answered. “But it did not 
change their pians.” 

As I talked to Oliva Dionne, the quints were back 
at their studies in Montreal. Cecile and Yvonne were 
beginning a three-year hospital training program for 
nurses. Annette and Marie were studying at a convent- 
run collége—an institution comparable to an Amer- 
ican junior college. Marie was taking literature and 
home economics; Annette was specializing in piano. 

Might Annette be a concert pianist some day? 

To that question, Dionne answered only with an- 
other noncommittal shrug of his shoulders. In fact, 
to any question about the future of his daughters, he 
will say only: “I let them make their own decisions. 
They come to me for advice. But I can’t stand in the 


way of any of their decisions. That would be poor | 


advice, wouldn’t it?” 

Dionne took me for a tour of the big brick house. 
The long, dark corridor extending the length of the 
first floor, a multitude of doors opening from it, gives 
the building something of an institutional appear- 
ance. But the individual rooms are light and decor- 
ated in pleasant pastel shades. The quints, even in 
their absence, dominate the house. 

We entered the dining room. It is twice the size 
of a normal dining room, with two tables which will 


. seat all 14 Dionnes. On one wall, an oil painting 


shows the quints in farm clothes, piling vegetables 
on a wheelbarrow. 

Dionne took me on into his spacious living room, 
where the gray easy chairs and sofa were drawn up 
in a semicircle around a television set. There were 
two oil paintings of the quints on the walls. One was 
a childhood schoolroom scene. The other showed them 
as 16-year-olils, gathered around a piano. 
in a music room just off the living room, the other 
two in a basement recreation room. Dionne proudly 
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explained that a slightly battered-lookimg model in 
the recreation room came from “the old homestead.” 
The two newer pianos were acquired after the quints’ 
arrival. “After ali,” Dionne explained, “all five took 
piano lessons. And can you imagine five of them, all 
practicing on the same piano?” 

I asked whether there were any boy-friends for 
Cecile, Annette, Yvonne and Marie. “No,” Dionne 
said. “But, of course, we have parties here at the 
house. The girls have girl friends, and the friends 
have brothers . . . That’s better than looking for amuse- 
ment outside, don’t you think?” 

The girls, in the traditional French-Canadian pat- 


’ tern, are closely chaperoned. “We have our own pro- 


jector,” he explained. “We show movies here, and 
we do everything we can to give the girls a good time 
here in the house, when they are home. That way, 
we can help to choose their companions.”

“They have ell the mousy they need, & they look 
after it.” 

I left Callander, ‘and Oliva Dionne, with some of

VER WONDER WHAT life would be like if 
K, you suddenly had almost $20,000,000? 
Suppose you had a couple of million 
you could lay your hands on immediately, 
another $5,000,000 you could get by next 
week and $10,000,000 or so some time next 
month. Would you be happy? Well, maybe. 
Last May PARADE published an article 
about rags-to-riches prospector Jack Turner, 
35, who struck pay dirt on a uranium claim 
here a couple of years ago. He estimated 
then his ore might yield $1,000,000. 

PARADE told how Jack, his wife, Aggie, and 
their two children, Kent, 8, and Katherine, 6, 
had moved from a dusty trailer to a house 
with a “dream kitchen.” Jack, who had spent 
20 years in rough prospector’s clothes, took 
to wearing a white dinner jacket. Aggie, who 
had helped out by driving a truck and keeping 
the family alive on Mulligan stew and sauer- 
kraut, took to wearing Paris-model dresses 
and an ermine cape. The kids got full meals 
and fancy clothes, and an expensive phono- 
graph to play with. 

After the article, about 200 letters poured 
in to the Turners. Some sought help, but 


most asked simply, “How does it feel?” To 
find out, PARADE made a special trip out 
here to Moab. And the answer is: Except 
financially, the Turners feel—if anythigg— 
worse than they did before. 

In the seven months, every one of the . 
six new mines on which Jack leased claims 
with part of his money has turned into a 
producer. Every business deal (including 
buying a motel) has turned to profit. Every 
stock he holds has jumped several times in 
value. Today he’s worth around $19,500,000 
—and it’s still going up. 

Texas oil moguls invite him to fly down 
from Utah for dinner. Wall Street bankers 
wire him market tips. San Francisco bookies 
call him in advance when they have sure 
bets. He has entertained movie stars, been 
introduced to President Eisenhower, been in- 
vited to join dozens of exclusive milli ; 
clubs throughout the country. 

How does Jack feel about his new position 
in society? “I’ve never been so unhappy, 8° 
overworked, so disappointed in my life,” he 
says wearily. ” 

And Aggie (who usually is introduced now 
as “THE Mrs. Jack Turner”)? “Believe me,” 


she says positively, “it's downright boring!” 

When he was flat broke two years ago, 
Jack had plenty of hard work and Aggie had 
plenty of excitement. To get $15,000 together 
for their first claim and mining equipment, 
they had to mortgage their house and almost 
faced starvation. ( Aggie's family staked them 
to a week's groceries just before Jack struck 
pay dirt.) One day, he hitchhiked all the way 
to Salt Lake City because he didn’t have the 
bus fare. 

Nowadays, Jack has to fight off airplane 
salesmen who beg to let them taxi him around 
the country. Aggie, who used to bake bread 


in her coal stove and serve meals only twice - 


a day, has to turn down invitations to din- 
ners of food fit for a queen. 

Recently, imitating millionaires in the 
movies, they tried eating breakfast in bed. 
“These rich people must be nuts,” says Jack. 
“How can you drink coffee and butter your 
bread while you're trying to balance a tray 
on your knees?” 

The Turners’ living habits (when Jack is 
not away on business, which is. often) have 
remained unchanged since the time when 
they worked 18 hours a day. They both us- 
ually get up at dawn and start getting drowsy 
by 1! p.m., which makes party-going some- 
thing of an ordeal. 

Jack used to be a social drinker, but he's 
gotten so discouraged by big shots who want 
to show him how many drinks they can afford 
to buy him, that he has given up drinking. 
Last summer, he was invited to the Cherry 
Hills Golf Club in Denver “by someone 
whose locker was only a few doors away from 
the President's.” When Jack arrived and 
. found that someone had arranged to have him 

play golf with Eisenhower, he panicked and 
confessed he couldn't play golf at all. 

“Instead,” he grins, “I showed Eisenhower 
how a Geiger counter works.

“All afternoon,” she says, 
“some silly violinist kept playing his fiddle 
over my shoulder. I thought sure he’d poke 
the bow in my eye, he was so close.”

TIME you sing and somebody 

says, “You have a voice like a frog,” 
frog?” 

Atcording to Associate Professor of Zo- 
ology W. Frank Blair, of the University of 
Texas here, there are well over 50 kinds of 
frogs and toads (which differ from frogs 
mainly in having rougher skin) in North 
America alone. All sound different. 

Armed with a tape recorder, Blair and a 
graduate. student named David Pettus have 
just spent more than a year recording frog 
and toad calls in 79 locations in Texas, Okla- 
homa, Arizona, Colorado and Florida. Back 
at school, they ran the sounds through a 
machine called the Sona-Graph. 

All in all, they have recorded the voices 
of 27 species of frogs and toads, most of 
which sound like something else, including 
sheep and dogs. 

The marine toad of southern Texas and 
South America calls with a slow trill which 
sounds like a tractor in the distance, and 
often is mistaken for-one. Bufo americanus, 
or American toad, has a high-pitched trill, 
like a dry axle. Bufo alvarius,' or Colorado 
River toad, has the low-pitched croak of a 
sick crow. The one that sounds like a sheep 
is Scaphiopus couchi, or Sonoran spadefoot, 
of Mexico and the southwestern U.S., and 
the frog-that-barks-like-a-dog is (naturally) 
the “barking frog” of Texas, or Eleuthero- 
dactylus latrans. 

Two frogs even have “regional accents.” 
For example, the common tree frog, found 
all over the South, changes from a slow 
drawi in east Texas and Oklahoma to a fast 
trill in south Texas. About the only cheerful 
frog call is that of the common spring peeper, 
of the eastern U.S. It sounds like a chick and 
usually means that spring is coming. 

Why collect frog and toad calls? Blair 
and Pettus say they have a serious purpose. 


“If we can measure the calls critically,” 
better in some cases than by any other known 
methods, such as checking the color, shape, 
size and proportions of the animals. In a 
sense, you might call it a form of voice 
‘fingerprinting.’ ” 

There is an even deeper reason: biological 
research into the means nature uses to keep 
species intact, and to trace the results of 


“Basically,” says Blair, “the call is a mating 
call. Only the male has much of a voice; 
the female hears the call and then approaches, 
usually only upon hearing the call of her own 
species. The difference in calls is a very im- 
portant factor in pure breeding.” 


Hybrids Fare Poorly - 

HEN, AS sometimes happens, the female 
of one species answers the call of a 
male of another species, the offspring 
is a hybrid. “Usually,” says Blair, “such inter- 
breeding is not good. The offspring may be 
sterile or poorly adapted to survival. Or the 
mixed-up male may have a voice that can’t 
attract females of either prime species.” On 
the other hand, cross-breeding may develop 
a brand new variant species. 

Blair thinks there may be another purpose 
in the case of an individual frog call—a warn- 
ing to other frogs: “This is my territory. 
Keep away!” 

Blair and Pettus have had some hectic 
adventures chasing the calls. Most of the 
frogs breed only when it rains, and usually 
are silent in daylight. “We watch the weather 
reports,” says Blair. “When rain is reported 
in an area, we dash out lagging 150 pounds 
of equipment, getting soaking wet and eaten 
alive by mosquitoes, often without gathering 
a single call.” |

AY, CHRISTMAS CARDS are more friendly than for- 
mal, although there are many circumstances in 
which only a formal card is proper. A business firm 

usually sends formal cards. A formal card always is con- 
servative in design and sentiment and should be of best 
quality. The sender’s name precedes the message: “Mr. 
and Mrs. Gordon Prentiss Helm extend their best wishes 
for the holidays.” Name and message are engraved or 
imprinted, or may be handwritten. 

An informal card is friendly, often cheerful, sometimes 
humorous. However, many people feel that flippant 
Christmas cards are unsuitable to the religious aspect of 
the season. Parenthetically, religious cards should not be 
sent to any non-Christian. 

On an informal card, the sender's name—printed or 
handwritten—usually goes at the end of the message. The 
correct form is “Mary and John Nolan,” not “Mr. and 


Christmas Card Etiquette 


Even if yours are mailed already, here is useful information 


Mrs. John Nolan.” If it is handwritten, the one who signs 
usually puts his or her name second unless the names of 
children are used with their parents’. Then the form is: 
“John, Mary, Billy and Melissa Nolan,” or “The Nolans, 
John, Mary, Billy and Melissa.” 

On an informal card, the signature is used without a 
title—“Dorothy Hansen,” not “Mrs. Hansen”—even when 
it is going to an employer or someone else with whom 
One is not on a first-name basis. A family may sign itself 
“The Delarmys”; if the name is more usual, they may 
identify themselves further: “The Leslie Murrays.” When 
a couple boasts one, or better two, unusual first names, 
cards to intimates can omit the last name: “Fortune and 
Helen.” 

The envelope on a card meant for the entire family 


may read “The Watsons,” followed by a street address. 
If the name is a common one it may read “The Frank 


Browns,” Soltowed tei the addons Roth wangee anne he 
awkward phrase “and family.” 

What happens if you receive a card from someone to 
whom you have not sent one? Well, a greeting card does 
not require an answer. If you like, you can thank the 
sender when you see him or happen to write him. 

If you find you have forgotten someone you really 
wanted to.remember, it is tactful to write a line or so on 
an informal basis, timed (if possible) to arrive before 
Christmas. Or you can wait and write a real newsy letter 
during or right after the holiday season. 

Is it all right to include personal messages in greeting 
cards? Of course, and the more you personalize your 


~ greetings to close friends the better. It was Ralph Waldo 


Emerson who admonished, “Keep your friendships in 


repair.” For busy people particularly, a good way is via 
the traditional Christmas greeting. s

HE HEALTH of every individual af- 
fects his own destiny and that of 
everyone around him. On it de- 
pends the social and economic 
status of his ‘family and, ultimately, his 
country. The economy of a nation is de- 
pendent on the health of its people for 
productivity, and efficiency in every en- 
deavor is directly dependent on health. 

Scientific knowledge about health and 
disease is no longer the private property 
of a select few. The doctor and the scien- 
tist now share all their accomplishments 
with the layman whose existence their 
discoveries affect. But these constructive 
forces are diverted by physical or emo- 
tional illness and the fears they engender. 
In every age-group, in every field of en- 
deavor, fear leaves its unmistakable mark 
by devitalizing our potential resources. 

It is a misconception that physical ill- 
ness is the greatest factor in keeping peo- 
ple away from work or reducing their 
efficienty at work. The employee who tele- 
phones his office at 9:00 a.m. to announce, 
“I'm sick,” is almost always thought to 
be nursing some aching joint or enduring 
physical pain. Fear and anxiety are rarely 
considered as the basis for this “I’m sick” 
excuse. Employers prefer not to consider 
emotional problems as a basis for absen- 
teeism and lowered productivity. 

Too often, employers hire a man solely 
because of his personal appearance or em- 
ployment background. The subtle emo- 
tional values easily elude the employer 
during the interviewing process. The fact 
that the employer misses these emotional 
values is no reflection on his ability. He 
usually is not equipped to evaluate the 
prospective employee’s emotional make- 
up. 

Nevertheless, the malian who stays 


away from work because of emotional 
distress is resented by both employer and 
fellow employee as a pretender. One man 
I know commented on the absenteeism of 
a friend by saying, “If I stayed home every 
time I worried, I'd never work.” Of course, 
he doesn’t know that fear and anxiety in- 
capacitate some people to the same de- 
gree as a broken leg. 

Despite the fact that there is no yard- 
stick to measure the severity of fear in our 
society, we dare not minimize it. As a 
disease, in all instances, it affects the 
course of other illnesses. Let us consider 
how fear affects a single person on the job, 
those who surround him in work, his 
family and his community. 

- First, the fear-ridden person never quite 
“focuses” on the problems of daily living. 
He is an “inward” person, victimized by 
overwhelming self-concern. No problem

in his home, his office or any place elsc 
seems to be as vital, as all-consuming, as 
his own anxiety. 

This fear-ridden person blockades him- 
self. He is reconciled to hobble, emotion- 
ally, rather than reveal what he considers 
to be a weakness. Because he is concerned 
that his own fear will be detected, he 
avoids exposure at any cost. To do this, 
he manipulates everything around him to 
fit into his pattern of living. He is often 
defensive and belligerent when he is chal- 
lenged. Undisturbed and undetected, fear 
thrives in his personality. © 

Finally, the fear-ridden man feels a cer- 
tain helplessness, a certain inability to face 
his problems and fit into the world outside. 
He loses faith in ‘his capacity to make 
decisions and to assume responsibility. 
Fear makes him insecure. He loses faith 
even in those things he does correctly. 
Indeed, decisions so terrify him that he 
cannot recognize them as intrinsic factors 
in living. 

Though not crippled physically, this 
man has all the limitations of a physical 
handicap together with the added burden 
of being ashamed to reveal it. He does 
not know that fear has an antidote, its 
own “miracle” drugs. For fear can be 
eradicated by revealing it, by bringing it 
to the surface. Fear thrives on neglect but 
withers in the brilliant light of attention 
and understanding. 


One Lawyer’s Story 
N attorney I know had been a fear- 
A prone individual since childhood. 
He was a “mama's boy,” overpro- 
tected and held tight in the arms of his 


parents, physically and spiritually. 


As he grew up, he became noticeably 
shy and withdrawn. He did not go out 
with girls very often. He went to college 
and then decided to study law. For several 
years he heard that the bar examination 
was very difficult. Slowly; this under- 
mined his faith that he could pass. 

When he finished his law course, he was 
in a state of great emotional turmoil. ‘The 
fear of that bar examination served as the 
“trigger” for all the latent fears that had 
dwelt in him since childhood. He took the 
examination and somehow managed to 
pass it. But instead of being convinced of 
his ability, he now felt that he could never 
live up to the expectations of any law firm 
that hired him. So, in a period of three 
years, he got—and was fired from—16 jobs. 

Not realizing that he alone was the 
cause of his repeated firings, he became 
very hostile to his employers and co-work- 
ers. The situation came to a head when, 
in a fit of temper, he alienated a prospec- 
tive client. At this point, he sought novice 
from a psychiatrist. 7 

Basically, this man’s problem lay in. his 
fundamental fear that he had no ability, 
that he could not compete on equal terms 
with other attorneys. Fear, born and bred 
in childhood, almost destroyed a life of 
real accomplishment. Help and redirec- 
tion gave him his rightful place in society.

part of the fear-ridden to face their problems and do some- 
thing about them. I know a doctor who once had an excel- 
lent practice in a community just outside New York City. 
Then one day, a couple of years ago, he was invited to 
attend a mecting called to discuss the doctor's role in the 
event of an atomic bomb attack. 

That doctor’s wife now claims the meeting “triggered” 
a really fantastic pattern of fear-induced behavior on the 
part of her husband. From the day of that meeting, he 
resolved to move out of the New York City area because 
he felt that it would surely be one of the first targets of 
an enemy attack. The following summer he sold his home, 
gave up his practice and took his family to a remote Massa- 
chusetts village where he resumed the practice of medicine. 

For about a year he and his family lived, apparently 
quite happy, in that village. Just as he was beginning to 


“fit in,” his fears erupted again. He learned that not far from — 


his town an atomic tnergy research plant was about to be 
built. 

So, once again, he sold his home. This time, he went to 
live and work in the Midwest. His anxiety, unfounded and 
uncontrolied, will probably force him to move again and 
again until he stops long enough to catch up with his fear 
and face it as the destructive force in his life it really is. 

Afraid to Marry 
ADDITION TO being nonproductive or semiproductive in 
a job, a person can have a similar productivity “dis- 
ability” in his social life. Frequently, one is just an-exten- 
sion, or a modification, of the other. The socially non- 
productive person often has the same fears as the non- 
productive person in work. 

I know a man who has a whole series of “social” fears. 
The first, in terms of importance to him, is his great fear 
of getting married. He is afraid of being “shut in” and 
restricted in marriage. | 

His fear of being “tied down” is based on a lack of faith 
in his own ability to make a decision that will be sound and 
lasting. He is really afraid of making decisions in every area 
of his life. Like other insecure, fearful people, he has a series 
of fear-provoked characteristics. 

He inspects his car two or three times after he has 
locked it, to make sure that it is locked. He is never sure 
the cigarettes in the ashtrays in his apartment are com- 
pletely put out. So, after he leaves his apartment, he often 
returns to inspect the ashtrays, the gas jets, the windows 
and any other thing in the apartment he considers a source 
of potential danger. This behavior has reduced the man’s 
“social productivity” to a minimum. 

Aduit life, if it is to bring happiness, is intimately inter- 
woven with the ability to face problems and to make deci- 
sions and live by them. The ability to take a wrong decision 
and correct it is a mark of emotional maturity. Fear of 
facing problems and of making decisions is perhaps the 
greatest single factor in reducing productivity in life. 

If fear could be measured in terms of productivity and 
dollars lost, we would be astounded. The real cost of fear 
lies in the constancy of its waste. The man who has his 
returns to his job and resumes his normal productive role 


in society. The fear-invalid is different. He is 


unproductive 
when he is not working and less productive than he might be 


when he is working. 


The huge cost of fear can probably be measured in billions

HONOLULU, HAWAII. 

T WAS JUST 13 years ago Tuesday that a 

Japanese bomb dropped down the smokestack 
of the USS Arizona and blew her in half. 
Yet today, and every morning of the year, an 
honor guard goes aboard the ship's rusted, twisted 
superstructure, which still juts above the waters on 
“battleship row” at Pearl Harbor, to “make colors.” 

The U.S. Navy considers the Arizona a 
commissioned vessel of the fleet, because the bodies 
of more than 1;100 members of her crew still are 
aboard. Only part of her mid-ship deck house and 
the No. 3 gun turret show now. But an oil slick, 
still escaping from the remains of the 30,000-ton 
hull, gives a curious impression of life. 

When Adm. Arthur W. Radford, now chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, ordered that the flag 
be raised and lowered each day (the ceremony you 
see in the photo above), he said: “I am sure 
the Arizona’s.crew will know and appreciate what 
we are doing.
